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EN. GRANTS CONDITION 


THE CRISIS THROUGH WHICH HE 
PASSED YESTERDAY. 
IN GREAT DANGER FOR SEVERAL HOURS— 
THE FAMILY AT HIS BEDSIDE AND THE 
PHYSICIANS SUMMONED. 


Gen. Grant yesterday passed the most 
eritical and uncomfortable day since his illness 
began, and in the early morning hours it was 
feared by his friends that relief from his suffer- 
ings was at hand in the last great change. When 
Dr. Douglas left his patient late on Saturday 
night Gen. Grant appeared to be comfortable, 
and he complained Jess of pain than usual. His 
late afternoon ride seemed to have done him 
good, and the doctor left him sunk ina light 
sleep, which was not particularly uneasy. 

At about 1 o'clock yesterday morning, how- 
ever, the General began to toss restlessly in his 
sleep, and soon after he awoke, gasping for 
breath, and with a painful choking sensation in 
the throat. The family were summoned to his 
bedside at once, and instantly every window in 
the house was ablaze with light, so that persons 
passing in the early morning hour jumped tothe 
conclusion that the General was dying. The 
usual remedies left by the physicians to be used 
in case of trouble during the night were admin- 
istered by the family, but they brought no re- 
lief, and messengers were then hastily sent for 
Drs. Douglas and Shrady. 

Until the arrival of the physicians, which was 
shortly after 1:30 o’clock, the family -stood 
around the bedside of the General, fearing that 
every moment would be his last. The valet 
stood by the hall door, listening anxiously for 
the carriages of the doctors, and the door flew 
open to admit him before Dr. Douglas had 
reached the top step. He found Gen. Grant suf- 
fering from a secretion in the throat which he 
was unable to eject, and which rendered breath- 
ing extremely difficult. Dr. Shrady reached the 
house soon after, and the two rhysicians began 
to labor to put anend to the aiarming trouble, 
which, had it not been promptly checked, would 
have ended the sufferer’s life. 

The usual remedies having failed, the doctors 
determined to use more vigorous specifics, and 
while they were applying them the General, just 
before 3 o’clock, suddenly sprang from his bed, 
overcoming tie efforts of his colored valet, Har- 
rison, to restrain him, and exclaimed in a chok- 
ing voice, which was scarceiy audible, ‘*I can’t 
stand it! I’m going to die!” 

"The struggle and the effort to speak were too 
much for his enfeebled frame. The reaction fol- 
jJowed quickly, and he sank back on the bed 
gasping. Soon after, under the influence of the 
powerful agent which the doctors used, he be- 
gah to breathe more easily, and at a few min- 
utes after 3 o’clock he sank into a pleasant sleep, 
from which he Gid not awake until 7 o'clock. 

Drs. Douglas and Shrady remained watching 
at the bedside while their patient slept, and 
when be awoke Gen. Grant appeared to suffer 
much less, though he was very weak. Dr. Doug- 
las at this time, to allay the fears that had 
been caused by the report of the General’s sud- 
den relapse, issued the following bulletin: 

“Gen. Grant wastroubled with an increase of the 
secretion in his throat, which prevented him from 
sleeping. His physicians, Drs. Douglas and Shrady, 
were in attendance after 1:30 A.M. About 8 o’clock 
the General fell into a pleasant sleep and slept four 
hours. He has now no pain and no difficulty in swal- 
lowing.” 

Two hours later Dr. Douglas issued a second 
bulletin, as follows: 

“9:10 A. M.—The General has had two hours’ good 
sleep without further medication. He is now awake 
and vreparing for breakfast.- The physicians who 
were with nim at night still remain with him.” 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon a member of the 
family, who was asked about the Gerieral’s con- 
dition, answered: “He is very weak, and his 
condition is, such, that, even if ,a. consultation 
had not been arranged for: to-day, we should 
bave summoned all the doctors. He passed a ter- 
ribie night, and we all feared that he was dying 
early this morning. He is under the influence of 
chloroform now and, of course, resting mora 
easily, but that is not the natural rest which 
would give us the hope that weso much need 
after passing such a night of anxiety with him.” 

At 2:15 o’clock Drs. Barker and Sands reached 
the house, and the four physicians held a con- 
sultation which lasted half an hour. It was 
agreed that all that could be donein the way of 


proper treatment was being done, and that the 
immediate danger which threatened the patient 
in the early morning hours had been safely 
bridged over. Dr. Barker was smiling as he 
came down the steps of the house after the con- 
suitation, and in answer to the question if there 
Was any immediate danger of the General’s death 








Baid: 

“No, I think not. He had a spasm of the 
throat last night, and there was an obstruction 
between the nose and the throat which caused 
him great difficulty in breathing. For an hour 
orso he was ina pretty tight place, but is now 
much relieved. 

“Then you donotthink he isin any present 
danger ?”” 

* | think not, unless some casualty occurs. As 
a matter of course, this is liable to happen. The 
attack Jast night has necessarily left him much 
weaker than before.” 

At 3 o’clock the following bulletin was issued 
by Dr. Douglas: ‘ 

“ A consultation was held at 2 o’clock. Drs. Barker, 
Sands, Douglas, and Shrady were present. The irrita- 
tion of the nares, which had produced the train of 
symptoms which had induced the family to send for 
the physicians in the night, was by appropriate reme- 
dies relieved, so that the General had asieep of four 
hours from 3'to 7 A. M. and naps of more or less dura- 
tion during the morning, making from 2 A. M.to 2P. 
seven toeight hours’ sleep. ‘1 he Generai presented at the 
consultationfa much improved appearance, was freer 
from pain, and reasenably freer from the annoying dis- 
charge which had troubied the family during the night.” 

After sending out the above Drs. Douglas 
and Shrady, after 14 hours continuous watching 
at the bedside of the General, went to their 
homes to get needed rest. At this time Gen. 
Grant was resting easily, and the alarming 
symptoms had apparently disappeared. During 
the afternoon he was visited by C. P. Hunting- 
ton, Sehor Romero, the Mexican Minister, and 
Clarence A. Seward. 

When the doctors went away in the afternoon 
it was with the understanding that they would 


return at ll o’clock. At they were 
sent for . again in a hurry. “No, 
the General is not worse.” was the 


explanation given to the reporter, “but 
he always feels easier to have the physi- 
cians near him. That is natural enough in 
sick people. Don’t think the Generali is 
frightened. . Quite the ‘contrary, but he 
seems anxious to have everything fully ex- 
plained to him. There is no change in his con- 
dition to warrant our being sent for in such a 
hurry. The General is now (11 o’clock) resting 
quietiy.”’ 

At midnight there: was every prospect of the 
4 tient’s spending a comfortable night, and 
is tamuiy,: even’ the ‘tireless Col. Fred, 


were sent to -obtain needed rest. Dr. 
Douglas remained by the patient’s 
bedside. The family felt more at ease to have 


him there, Dr. Shrady will be on watch to-night. 
The condition: of _Gen.: Grant's throat was 
not so good as the doctors, would like 
to have seen it under ‘the ‘circumstances, but 
they piaced great hopes on a night‘of unbroken 
rest with the aid of anodynes: There were 
no significant changes in either the tempera- 
ture or pulse last night. The doctors will say 
very little about the cancer. In fact, it is diffi- 
cult for them to make as thorough examination 
as is necessary for them to say anything 
about it. The prospects last night were con- 
sidered good for the patient’s rallying in a day 
or two, even to the strength he had on Saturday 
night before the relapse. i

Sr. Louris, March 29.—It appears that 
Thomas C. Fletcher, ex-Governor of Missouri, 
whose mysterious disappearance was only men- 
thoned yesterday, had been absent from his

some of his near friends say they saw 
him on Broadway, but he had shaved 
off his beard, and there was such a 


change in his appearance that they scarce- 
ly recognized him. Now there are 


a thousand startling rumors concerning his mys- 
terious disappearance. A clerk in the ticket 


office at the Union Station says he is 
positive that he sold ex-Gov. Fletcher 
& ticket for Kansas City, but the 


man answering to the description given of him 
has only been traced to St. Charles, and some 
think that the ex-Governor jumped off the train 
there and found a "Bagh in the Mississippi. The 
detectives are of the opinion that there is some- 
thing back of his disappearance and that he has 
gone to New-York. 

No person familiar with his haunts has been 
able to trace him to any of them. It was 
at first thought that he had gone to 
De Soto, Mo., where» he has business and 
property interests, but a gentleman. ar- 
rived from that place vesterday is emphatic 
in the declaration that ':« has not n there re- 
cently. Possibly he may have gone to visit 
his daughter, who lives on a ranch in the 
vicinity of Colorado Springs. If so, he 
went without saying anything to his family in 
this city about such an intention. His friends 
thought that possibly he might have had some 
financial trouble, but a careful examination 
of his books and trusts shows that there is no 
ground whatever for such belief. He is man-

SALOON KEEPERS BECOMING DRUGGISTS— 
INFLUENCE ON COMING ELECTIONS. 

Wicuira, Kan., March 29.—The new 
liquor law has closed, to all appearances, every 
saloon in this city, but as any one can get all 
the liquor he wants at drug stores, by stat- 
ing that he desires liquor for medicinal pur- 
poses, many of the saioon men have started 
drug stores, and are doing a very thriving busi- 
ness. Thisisthe case in Wichita and the sur- 
rounding cities. Newton, Winfield, and Welling- 
ton are being . overrun with miniature 


drug stores. The regular druggists, of course, 
are reaping a harvest. They are selling now 
and have always sold almost without restriction. 
Under the new lawthe Probate Judges of the 
various counties get a commission on all 
saies, so that from a very insignificant of- 
fice the office of Probate Judge haa 
now become an office of much trust and 
profit. The result is that this State, which has 
s0 long been Republican by an _  over- 
whelming majority, will become Democratic. 





The solid German vote is swinging over 
to the Democracy, as it did in the 
Fall of 1882, when Gov. Glick was elected. 


Politicians are anxiously awaiting the result of 
the various Spring elections, which will give 
some indication of how the Germans will vote 
on this question. These elections will be heid 
April 7%.

AN EXPRESS THIEF CAPTURED. 





J. W. DUDLEY, THE ABSCONDING MESSEN- 
GER, ARRESTED 1N SYRACUSE. 

Syracuse, March 29.—Two well-dressed, 
fine-appearing strangers came to this city last 
Thursday, and registered at the Empire House 
as George W. Davis and F. Dwight. They were 
generally absent during the day, but came tothe 
hotel regularly at nignt. They are:said to 
have been engaged in gambling operations 
here. Dwight disappeared. to-day, and is 
said to have gone to Rochester. Davis’s 
true name -is J. W. Dudley. He had 
been in the employ of the American Express 
Company in Chicago for some time, until Feb.

He refuses to tell the amount, but it 
is understood to be $7,000 or $8,000. He assumed 
the name ot Davis, and visited Buffalo, Mon- 
treal, Quebec, and several other cities, in 
all of them practicing the profession of a 
gambier. The Guarantee Company of North 
America, which was on his bond in the sum 
of $3,500, swore out a warrant for his arrest, and

READING, Penn., March 29.—The Read- 
ing Detective Agency was telegraphed to yester- 
day from Philadelphia to arrest a young man of 
medium height, 28 years of age, blue eyes, light 
build, sandy mustache, and wearing a dark suit 
of clothing. Detective Ressler met his manin a 
Penn-street hotel and placed him under arrest, 


the young man good naturedly accompanying 
him, and telling him it would all be explained 
satistactorily. The next train trom Philadel- 
phia brought to the Alderman's office an elderly 
man with an officer. The gentleman said his 
name was James Byrne, When he caught sight 
of the prisoner, whose name is William Smythe, 
Byrne said: “You young dog, you’ve given 
me a good chase, but I’ve run _ you 
down at last.” Byrne and Smythe reside at 
Liverpool, England, the former having once 
been on the detective force of Dublin. They 
ere friends. Several months ago Smythe, ina 
conversation, decried the incompetency of the 
modern detectives, when Byrne retorted that he 
could run down the smartest criminal on earth. 
A heavy wager was made, and Smythe was given 
10 days’ start. He took the next steamer to 
New-York, visited a number of cities, register- 
ing at the various hotels under different aliases. 
Byrne ascertained that Smythe had come to this 
country. He followed, and after reaching New- 
York ap yee some of the best detective 
talent in the country. For some time al! traces 
of Smythe were lost. until yesterday he was run 
down inthiscity. The two men shook hands 
cordially, paid the detectives for their work, and 
departed for Philadelphia. 





BREAKING UP A FAMILY OF BEARS. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 29.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Williamsport, Penn., says: 
“Coleman C. Woolver and Albert Reed, farmers 
living at Union Mills, on the Loyal Sock Creek, 
brought two fine bears to market yesterday. 


They found the brutes living in a cave in the 
rocks, and they managed, with their dog, to 
drive them out. The old bear made a fierce at- 
tack on the dog, caught him in his arms, and 
was about to hug him to death when a rifie shot 
laid him low. The female was dispatched in 
the same way after she had madé a fierce 
fight. The first weighed about. 250 pounds 
and the second i150 when dressed. The 
carcases were quickly disposed of by the 
pound. Many persons consider bear meat a 
great og gags and are willing to pay a good 

rice for it. The bears’ stomachs were found to 
be entirely empty, which showed that they had 
been living on their own tissue all Winter. Not- 
withstanding this they were quite fai. There 
were five cubs in the cave, and it required a hard 
struggle to capture them. One of them was 
killed in the conflict by running under one of 
the old ones just as it was shot. The others 
after a vigorous resistance were secured alive. 
They weighed about 30 poundseach. One man 
purck three and another gentleman ob- 
tained the fourth. It is the intention of the 
buyers to raise and train them. 








RAILROAD NOTES. 

William E. Burroughs has been appoint- 
ed Master of Transportation and William Le 
Seur Master Mechanic of the New-York, Wood- 
haven and Rockaway Beach Railroad. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., March 29.—A meeting 
was held here yesterday to ratify the consolida- 


tion of the Lake Erie and Western and the Lake 
Erie and Mississippi Companies, but this was 
prevented y an injunction served at the in- 
stance of New-York and German holders of 
$275,000 worth of income bonds of the Lafayette, 
Biocomington and Muncie Road.

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WHIPPED BY THE CHINESE

A CRUSHING DEFEAT FOR THE 
FRENCH IN TONQUIN. 

GEN. NEGRIER BEATEN AND WOUNDED—HIS 
ARMY IN FULL RETREAT—THE CHI- 
NESE RECAPTURE LANGSON, 

Paris, March 29.—The Chinese forces 
gained a victory over the French at Langson on 
Friday. They carricd the key of the position 
and the intrenchments. The French troops re- 
treated beyond Dong-Dong. They. are falling 
back on the Longkoi. The French loss in men 
and guns is unknown, The Chinese, it is esti- 
mated, are 50,000 strong. ‘They menace the 
French lines of communication with the south. 
It is reported at Paris that Gen. Briere de |’Isle 
asks reinforcements to the number of 20,000 men. 
The French reverses have increased the politi- 
cal excitement in Paris. The narrow majority 
obtained by the Government yesterday on the 
i vote of confidence leads to the. expectation that 
‘the Ministry will be defeated in the next Ton- 
‘quin debate and willthen resign. The Radical 
;and Monarchist organs predict an early fall of 
‘Premier Ferry. 

The followimg dispatch has been received 

from Gen. Briere de l'Isle, dated Hanoi, March 

28: “I regret to announce that Gen. Negrier 

has been severely wounded and bas been obliged 

to evacuate Langson. The Chinese, in three 
large columns, made an impetuous attack 

‘upon our positions before Kilua. Col. Herb- 

inger, in the face of a superior number 

of the enemy, and exhausted of ammunition, . 

was obliged to retreat to Dong Dong and Than- 

‘noi. [am amassing forces on the Chu and Kep 

‘roads. If the enemy still increases I shall retire 

to Songkoi. Whatever happens, I hope to be 

able to defend the whole delta. Piease send re- 
inforcements as quickly as possible.” 

The Cabinet met at 8 o’clock this evening. 
Another meeting will be held at 9 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. The Journal des Débats says: 
“France will make the necessary efforts in 
behalf of her sonsin Tonquin. Reinforcements 
will be sent not to-morrow but to-day. To-mor- 
row, however, we shall see with whom the re- 
sponsibility rests.” 

The Siecle urges a French expedition to Pekin. 
It says that Premier Ferry will make a state- 
ment in the Chamber of Deputies to-morrow. 

A report is in circulation to-night that Gen. 
Negrier has died from his wounds. 

Lonpon, March 29.—A dispatch from 
Paris says: “It is officially announced that the 
Chinese troops on the Tonquin frontier yester- 
day made a desperate attack upon the in- 
trenched camp which had been established by 
Gen. Negrier between Langson and Kilua, and 
from which Gen. Negrier had been making re- 
connoissances beyoud the frontier separating 
Tonquin from China proper. The Chinese drove 
the French back to Langson and recaptured 
that town. During this series of fights Gen. 
Negrier was grievously wounded and the French 
casualties were very serious. The latest ac- 
counts represent the French troops to be in full 
retreat, with the Chinese vigorously pur- 
suing them. A vast quantity of commissary 
and other stores has been lost. Gen. Ne- 
grier received a gunshot wound in the chest. 
He was brought from the field, but his recovery 
is Goubtful. The total French loss in killed and 
wounded is not yet known. Gen. Briere d’Isle, 
who is in chief command in Tonquin, telegraphs 
for assistance inan imploring tone, which leads 
the Parisians to expect further disasters. A 
council of war was held to-day, with Gen. Lewal, 
the Minister of War, presiding. Intense excite- 
ment prevails wherever the bad news has be- 
come known in France, 

Paris, March 30.—Gen. de l'Iste;. in 
another dispatch, says: “ Gen..Negrier is at 
Dong-Dong. It is expected that:he will recov- 
er. ‘Col, Herbinger is with the ‘column 
at Thannoi. The French evacuated their 
positions without molestation from the Chinese. 
Provisions and ammunition are plentiful at 
Dong-Dong. The military stores at Chu will 
suffice for all the needs of the French.” The 
telegrams maintain absolute silence regarding 
the French losses. 

The Cabinet bas decided to dispatch reinforce- 
ments to Tonquin immediately, and to ask in 
the Chamber of Deputies to-dav a credit 
of $40,000,000, half for the Ministry of War 
and haif for the Ministry of Marine. 
M. Clémenceau has called a meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Extreme Left for to-day. to decide 
upon their course. Several Deputies who sup- 
port Premier Ferry are in favor of a plenary 
meeting of all the Republican groups. 


BERG TS 
ENGLAND AND THE ‘SOUDAN. 
HOW THE SULTAN WAS INDUCED TO SIGN 
THE FINANCIAL AGREEMENT, 


SvuAKIN, March 29.—The New South 
Wales contingent arrived here to-day. The 
Australians were met by Gen. Graham, who con- 
gratulated them upon their fine appearance and 
eulogized their patriotic intentions, saying he 
was proud to command such men. They were 
heartily cheered on landine. They will take part 
in the advance on Tamai. 

It is reported that Osman Digna has moved his 
camp to Tamanieb. 

Lonpvon, March 29.—The recentimeetings 
between Musurus Pasha and Hassan Fehmi 
Pasha on the one hand and Earl Gran- 
ville on tbe other were in- connection 
with the Egyptian financial convention. 
The Turkish Government was _ reluctant 
tosign the convention, thinking that it implied 
arecognition of the bombardment of Alexan- 
dria and of England’s subsequent action in 
Egypt, which were considered as opposed to the 
Sultan’s suzerain rights and likely to producea 
bad impression on Mussulmans. Itis reported 
that Ear! Granville threatened to give Musurus 
and Fehmi their passports and to break 
off diptmatic relations with Turkey unless the 
Sultan signed a firman fora loan of £9,000,000. 
The Sultan, it is said, then agreed to issue a 
firman, still refusing, however, to sign the con- 
vention; but he afterward called a council of 
notables and finally decided to sign the conven- 
tion, with certain reservations which Earl Gran- 
ville has accepted. 

The latest advices. state that Gen. Wolseley, 
after making an inspection of the military sta- 
tions trom Dongola to Cairo, will go to Suakin. 
It is now certain that the advance of Gen. Gra- 
ham’s army to Tamai will be made on Wednes- 
day. sufficient water stores at Gen. MecNeill’s 
zereba having been completed to-day. 

Earl Granville has instructed the delegates to 
the Suez Conference, to be held in Paris, to re- 
fuse to consider any proposals that might inter- 
= with the customary quarantine regula- 

ons.

THE WILD ANIMAL TRADE, 





DISASTROUS EFFECT OF THE TROUBLES IN 
THE SOUDAN AND AFGHANISTAN, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 29.—‘The row in 
the Soudan is going to plav havoo with the anti- 
mal trade this year,” said Superintendent Brown 
toa Philadelphia Times reporter at the Zoolog- 
ical Garden this afternoon. ‘As long as there 
isa war there of course no animals can be ex- 
ported from that portion of Africa. Lions are 
very high now, although the lion market is dull. 
A good pair of African lions are worth $2,000 or 
more. Most of the hippopotami come from Nu- 


bia and the northwestern part of Africa. If ali 
the hippopotami in this country were to die we 
couldn’t get any more fora longtime. Moving 
about isn’t goodforthem. Someanimalsseem to 
thrive better when they are in menageries going 
from one part of the country to another, buta 
hippopotamus ought to stay in one place. Last 
head there were 13 of these animals in the United 

tates, now there are only eight. We have one 
here and he is in capital heaith. He weighs 
twice as much as he did when we got him, some- 
thing over a year ago. Then there’s the pro- 
spective war in Asia... That will cut 
off another wild animal producing country if 
John Buil and the Czar conclude to fight. The 
market is dull enough now without these wars 
to set it back. Giraffes come from the Soudan, 
and they are very scarce and very high priced. 
I think there are four giraffes in this country 
now. We have one, and there is nothing the 
matter with him except his hoofs. They are too 
long. We try to clip them but be doesn’t like 
it, and is liable to kick a man. Giraffes are great 
butters, too. They can strike a blow with their 
heads that would astonish Sullivan. Two baby, 
giraffes, only 7 feet high, sold recently for 
2,000, It’s almost impossible to put a price on 
these animals now, they are so scarce. 

‘““We have just received a curious bird, a 
brush turkey, from Australia. It’s ornitholog- 
ical name is Megapodius taliigallus lathami. It is 
one of the rarest of the gallinacious or pheasant 
species of birdsin this country, The most cu- 
rious thing about it is the way it builds its nest 
and lays itsegges. The hen first builds a mound 
or hill of earth and then digs a hole in the mid- 
dle ot it like a little volcano. Then she lays a 
number of eggs in this hole and 
covers them with decayed vegetable matter and 
manure. Tnen comes another layer of eggs 
and then some more rubbish, until the hole is 
filled. The bird then goes about her business 
instead of sitting on her eggs and losing three 
weeks of active life, as any American hen wouid 
do. The heat generated by the decaying matter 
around the eggs is sufficient to hatch out the 
young, and they make their way out of the nest 
themselves. As the heat rises the top eggs 
probably hatch out first, and so the lower young- 
sters haven’t such a hard time to miake their way 
up into the world as they otherwise would have. 
We have only a hen at present, but will get a 
gobbler some time this Summer,” 

A little camel was born at the Zoo the other 
day. The chimpanzee is beginning to shed his 
teeth, like a human child. He first shed the 
lower central incisors. Superintendent Brown 
is watching this process with interest, and is 
making careful notes. 





CENTRAL AMERICAN WARFARE. 





A SECRETARY OF WAR TAKEN PRISONER— 
SURRENDER OF A REBEL CAMP, 

Panama, March 29, via Galveston.—Gen.

NEw-OrRLEANS, March 29.—The City of 
Dallas, which ‘arrived here yesterday from Port 
Barrios, Central America, brought as steerage 
passengers a large number of American labor- 
ers who had been working on the Guatemala 
Centrai Railroad. In consequence of the ex- 
citement in Guatemala on account of Barrios’s 
action these Americans became alarmed and 
thought it best to return to this country. They 
report that all the natives in the neighborhood 
of Port Barrios ware being pressed into 
the army. Dr. J. M. Gallardo, who ar- 
rived on the vessel direct from Guate- 
mala city, reported that Barrios’s troops 
had been sent to the frontier. Barrios 
has 38 cannon and 20,000 men. This torce has 
been placed on the Jutiapa or San Saivador 
frontier under the command of Gen. Menendez, 
who is a San Salvadorian. Gen. Bogran, of 
Honduras, was co-operating with Menendez 
with a force estimated at 15,000 men. The Mex~ 
ican troops who have been stationed at the Ex- 
position have been ordered home by the Goy- 
ernment for possible service in Central America, 
and will leave to-morrow on the steamer Amoa- 


tado.

ATTACKING THE ANOIENT ORDER. 

Evmira, N. Y., March 29.—Much excite- 
ment was caused in the Catholic churches of the 
city to-day by what seemed to be a severe at- 
tack by the priest onthe Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians. The cause of the trouble was the fact 
that on the night of Maren 17 the Hibernians 
celebrated St. Patrick’s Day by holding a ban- 
quet at Military Hall, at which the exercises 
held were of a literary character. The male at- 
tendants were exclusively members of the order, 
while they were accompanied by a large num- 
ber of ladies, all members of the various Catho- 
lic churches. Several of the ladies took part in 
the exercises. After the banquet was over 
dancing was induiged in, and this, it seems, 
was the pretext of the war of words waged 
against the participants. The Rev. Father 
Bloomer, of St. Patrick’s Church, was bitter in 
denunciation of the affair,and during his re- 
marks several persons left the church. At the 
church of Sts. Peter and Paul Father Cunning- 
ham showed much temper in his remarks, pointed 
at the ladies, saying little of the Hibernians, who 
are not looked upon as church communicants in 
this diocese. At St. Mary's Church the matter 
received the same consideration. The organiza- 
tion isa strong one here, and includes some of 
the most prominent and determined Irishmen in 
the city, The Hibernian war with the church 
has been waged with more or Jess feeling for 
several years, but now it has reached a point 
where the issues will have to be squarely met, 
and a lively time is expected.

JAMES V. H. PARKER HAS GIS 

3 FACE SLAPPED. 

D. BRADLEY LEE RESENTS AN INSULT IN A 
GAME OF CARDS—BOTH MEN RESIGN— 
TALK OF A DUEL 

James V. H. Parker is one of the Gov- 

ernors of the Union Club and its champion 

whist player. He is considered by the club to 
be the most:scientific whist player in the city. 

Between 6 ana 6 o’clock on Saturday evening 

there was a large gathering of members in one of 

the card rooms of the club to witness a game 
of “single dummy”—that is, in which one of the 
players played ** dummy” against the other two, 
who were partners. The players were Mr. James 
V. H. Parker, D. Bradley Lee, and Gould Red- 
mond, Mr. Lee won the lead off and did so. His 
play was of a rathersurprising character, and his 
opponents scanned it closely. Mr. Redmond 
followed with a play which wag quite as unique 
as that of Mr. Lee. Before he made it he said to 
one of the onlookers who were interested spec- 
tators of the game, “I can make that play, 

can’t 1?” 

“You have quite as much right to make it,” 

was the reply, “‘as Mr. Lee had to make his.” 

Up to this point Mr. Parker had said nothing, 

but from the moment Mr. Lee had made his play 

the champion of the club hadn’t removed his 
eyes from Mr. Lee’s cards. The moment Mr. 

Redmond had made his play Mr. Parker jumped 

to his feet excitedly, and, pointing his right 

hand at Mr. Lee, exclaimed: * You play like a 

sneaking scoundrel.” 

Mr. Lee’s face grew pale with suppressed pas- 

sion. He arose from his chair slowly, as if mak- 

ing an effort to control his anger, and said: “I 

will not allow you to use such language to me. I 


wili not suffer such an affront trom you or any 
other man.” 

**T repeat what I said,” shouted Mr. Parker, 
his face red with passion. “I say you area 
sneaking scoundrel.” 
Quick as a tlash Mr. Lee’s right hand shot out 
from the shoulder. There was a resounding smack. 
Mr. Parker’s face had been slapped. Kecovering 
quickly from the etfect of the blow Mr. Parker 
struck out in return, but the blow missed its 
mark, and before the combatants could come 
to close quarters they were separated by 
friends and quickly tuken from the clubhouse. 
The affair caused intense excitement among the 
members of the club, and was the general sub- 
ject of conversation yesterday among ciub men 
and their friends. All manner of reports 
regarding the occurrence and the _ poasible 
and probable results were in circulation. 
One of these was to the effect that Mr. 
Parker had accused Mr. Lee of cheat- 
ing. There was no_ toundation for this. 
‘Lhe exact language used*by Mr. Parker was as 
given above. It was said by intimate acquaint- 
ances of both men that the end had not yet 
come, Mr. Parker, these said, wouldn’t rest sat- 
isfied until the blow he had received had been 
washed out according to the ** code.” Mr. Lee, 
it was said, would he only too willing to accom- 
modate him, as he is not wanting in pluck, 
though his general demeanor is of a much more 
pacific character than Mr. Parker’s. 

Not a few club men expressed the opinion that 
if it were not for Mr. Parker’s wealth and the 1n- 
fluence it gave him Mr. Parker would long since 
huve received a dose of the treatment adminis- 
tered to nim by Mr. Lee. He jis noted for his 





excitability and the unfortunate  occur- 
rence is generally attrinuted _ solely to 
that trait of his character. Several  oc- 
casions on which he has used language 


almost as violent as that addressed to Mr. Lee 
were mentioned yesterday by: club men who, 
said that he had always managed to escape re- 
taliation through his prominence and infiuence. 


“Mr. Lee could have pursued no _ other 
course,” said one of a party of club 
men who were discussing the affair yes- 


terday. “It was absolutely necessary 
that Parker should be taught to bridle his 
tongue. This is not by any means the first oc- 
casion he has used violent language. It is an 
unpleasant affair, of course, and we are all 
more than sorry that 1t occurred, and that it 
has been given publicity, but there is a certain 
amount of satisfaction to be had out of it. He 
met his match this time. Leeis quiet and rather 
reserved, but: is full of pluck and fighttoo. I 
don’t think there will be aduel. I think that 
both men would fight and are even anxious to 
meet, but their friends will not allow an en- 
‘counter. This isn’tthe age for that’ sort of 
thing.” 

‘Mr. Parker is of Boston’ stock. His father, 
James Parker, made his money there and then 
married a Jady in Troy, this State. He decided to 
séttie in this city, and erected as a residence the 
building now occupied by the Manhattan Club. 
He died at the age of 90 years. After his death 
his widow and son removed to their present resi- 
dence, No. 253 Madison-avenue. Mr. Parker has 
been prominent in society here for about 20 
years He is about 57 years of age and unmar- 
ried. 

Mr. D. Bradley Lee is a New-Yorker. His in- 
come is not as large as that of Mr. Parker, but 
socially he stands quite as high. He was for- 
merly 84 wealthy aiso, but he has lost the 
bulk ot his fortune. He, like Mr. Parker, is 
& prominent member of the whist coterie of 
the club, of which August Belmont, D. 
D. Withers, and Judge Monson are the 
remaining conspicuous members. Mr. Lee is not 
known at all in yachting circles. The weil- 
known yachtman of that name isa very much 
younger man, and in no way related to him. Mr. 
Lee is a couple of years younger than Mr, Park- 
er, and is also unmarried. On this account 
his friends say, he would be quite as willing to 
cross swords with his antagonist as Mr. Parker 
could possibly be to engage in a pastime that 
was in vogue at an earlier era. Mr. Gouid Red- 
mond, whose connection with the ** unpleasant- 
ness’’ is limited to a place in the game, is ason 
of Mr. William Redmond. 

It was said late last night that a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Governors had been 
held during the evening to consider what 


action should be taken in regard to 
the violation of club _ rules’ involved 
in the altercation. It was stated 


that the matter had been definitely settled so tar 
as the club was concerned, by the tender and ac- 
ceptance of letters from both gentlemen of 
resignation from the club. This fact in- 
creased the talk about the possibility 
ot a hostile meeting between the gentlemen. 
No one was able to say definitely that a chal- 
lenge had passed. Some expressed the opinion 
that if a challenge had not already passed it cer- 
tainly would speedily be sent from one side or 
the other, while others were equally certain that 
there would be no challenge and that the matter 
would be quietly allowed to drop. 

It was also reported yesterday that a duel had 
been arranged between Mr. Herman Oelnchs, of 
this city, and Mr. J. Lawson Frick, of Baltimore. 
As the two gentlemen have been fast friends for 
years but little credence was placed in the 
report, which turns out to be a hoax. It 
grew out of a jocular letter written by 
P Mr. Oelrichs to friends in Baltimore, asking 
them to make arrangements for a meeting be- 
tween him and Mr. Frick. The closing admoni- 
tion was to have surgeons on the ground. Mr. 
Oelrichs left the city on Saturday in company 
with Mr. Isaac Townsend, of Twenty-sixth- 
street, for Carroll’s Island, in Gunpowder River, 
on a duck-shooting expedition.

DEATH OF PERRY H. SMITH.

OAREER OF THE RAILROAD MANAGER AND 


POLITICIAN, 

Curoaco, March 20.—Perry H. Smith 
died at © o'clock this morning at his home at 
Pine and Huron streetsa. He was about the 
house on Sunday a week ago, but since that 
time had been confined to his bed. He 
had been subject fur many months «to 
periods of temporary decline, and it was 
not until yesterday morning that any 
more serious results were anticipated. He went 
to sivep Saturday night at the usual hour. 
About 4 o'clock in the morning the attendant 
observed that the pationt’s mind was wandering, 
and aroused the family. At that time Mr. 


but at 6 o'clock he sank into a stupor 
from which he did not revive. At 9 o’clock 
the physician announced to Mrs. Smith and the 
two sons who were present that the heart had 
ceased beating. Death came without a struggle 
or a pang. Besides a widow Mr. Smith leaves 
three sons, all residing in this city, and one 
daughter, Mrs. F. E. Sawyer, of Boston, The 
funeral will probably take place to-morrow aft- 
ernoon, but the hour will depend upon the ar- 
rival of Mrs. Sawyer trom Boston. 

Perry H. Smith was born at Augusta, N. Y., 
March 28, 1828, his father being Timothy Smith, 
& prominent and influential business man of 
Watertown, N. Y. He was graduated at Ham- 
iiton College when only 18 years old, and was 
second in his class in point of scholar- 
ship. He then began the 
law in the office of N. 8. Benton, 
of Littie Falls, N. Y.,and was admitted to the 


Bar the day he attained his majority. A few 
months later be started for what was then 
known as the “ far West’’—Iilinois ard Wiscon- 
sin—reaching Kenosha, Wis., in October, 1849. 
He went from Kenosha to Appleton, the lat- 
ter a village just then founded. Ags settiers 
were uttructed to the new region a county 
was organized and Mr. Smith was elected 
its first Judge. Although only 23 years of 
age he presided overa court ot common law 
and probate jurisdiction with unusual ability 
and general satisfaction. Subsequently he-was 
elected to the lower house of the State Legis- 
lature and then tothe Senate, representing his 
county and district in the legislative halls for 
five successive years. He at once took a leading 
position in the politics and official councils of 
the State. : 

In 1857 Mr. Smith became Vice-President of the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Fond du Lac Raliroaad, and 
subsequently when it was reorganized as a part 
of the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, with 
William B. Ogden as President, he was ap- 


order the more efficiently to manage the affairs of 
this vast corporation, he being ex officio its chief 
manager. By this time he was possessed of an 
ample fortune, the result of judicious invest- 
ment,

A WHOLE BLOCK IN DANGER 


LITHOGRAPHERS SCHUMACHER @ 
ETLINGER BURNED OUT. 

THEIR LOSS $325,000, WELL INSURED— 
POLICE HEADQUARTERS THREATENED— 
COOL SISTERS OF MERCY. 

The building occupied by the lithograph- 
ing house of Schumacher & Ettlinger, at the cor. 
ner of Bleecker and Mott streets, was entirely 
destroyed by fire early last evening. with a loss 
ofabout $825,000. Two boys, Thomas Fanning 
and Edward Bracken, living nearly opposite the 
burned building, on Mott-st., saw smoke issning 
from the engine room in the basement at 4 
o'clock, but thought that the furnaces were being 
\] kindled up. It was not until 25 minutes later 
that Officer Seaman, of the Fifteenth Precinct, 
saw the blaze and sent an alarm from box No. 278. 

By the time the engines arrived the fire had 
eaten through the stock with which the base- 
ment was stored, and Battalion Chief MoGill saw 
that a serious conflagration was threatened. 
Nine minutes later second and third alarms wera 
sounded simultaneously, bringing 11 engines, 4 
hook and ladder trucks, and a water tower te 
the scene, Five additional engines were sum- 
moned Jater by special calls, and the police re- 
serves from seven precincts were ordered out, - 
The fire spread with remarkable rapidity and 
was soon blazing furiously throughout the en- 
tire structure. The flames were first attacked in’ 
the basement, and would be apparently subdued, 
only to break out again a few moments later. 
In the meantime they were spreading further in 
the rear until they reached the hoisting shafts, 
when they shot upward to every floor and got 
wholly beyond control in half an hour after the 
first alarm. At one time the whole block, which 
‘includes Police Headquarters, was threatened 
with destruction. i 

The building fronted on Mott-street, where it, 
‘ was numbered 82, 34,and 36, and ran back on 
- that street 175 feet. It was five stories in height 
i: at Nos. 82 and 36,and six stories at No. 34, the 
* top story being surmounted by a mansard roof. 
The three lower floors of No. 36 were arched, 
made of iron, and were fire-proof. All the rest 
of the interior was of wood, and filled as it was 
“with highly inflammable material, burned with 
ygreat tury. The stock and engine rooms were 
‘In the basement. The engine was of the most' 
‘approved pattern, and power was derived; 
from two large tubular boilers. The offices’ 
and salesrooms were on thefirst floor. The sec- 
ond story was occupied by the lithographers, ex- 
cept at No. 36, where the pressroom, containing 
19 steam and 30 small presses, was situated. The 
third and fourth floors were used for drying and; 
‘| finishing purposes, and were filled with racks,' 

oe + large amount of finished work. On) 

e{ the tifth floor was a machine room and other de-'| 

artments of the business. In the sixth story at, 

o. 84 labels, in which the firm did a very large’ 
business, were cut. 

A dozen streams were turned into the base-, 
.} ment from the two street sides until the fire; 
reached the shafts, a series of which extended 
jacross the building near the:centre. Itshot up- 
ward, caught on the racks and lithographs on 
the fourth fioor, and in an instant sheets of 
_fiame poured from every window. Five minutes 
‘later the fifth story was a mass of fire, and the 
: sixth story at No. 34 poured out dense volumes 
of smoke, which in an instant gave place to 
flame. Great crowds blocked all the streetsin 
the vicinity, and until the large number of re- 
serves put in an appearance it was with Cifficulty 
that they were controlled. The wind was from 
the northeast, and many burning brands fell on 
i} adjoining buildings. t 
he brick walls of the burning building stood 
‘firm, but the iron shutters on the west side grew 
red hot and dropped from their fastening. The 
‘St. Barnabas Home and a free reading room on 
Mulberry-street extend back to within 10 feet of 
the builfing on this side. in the home were 9 
; Sisters, 16 children, and 19 scrubwomen. There 
was great alarm, but the coolness of the Sisters 
prevented a panic. All in the building were 
marshaled in line in the hall, the line extending 
“up the stairs, and they were kept in place wait- 

ing an order to vacate. In the free reading room 
ali were ordered out, and preparations made to 
remove the books if necessary. 

As the fire increased in fury, great excitement 

revailed among the occupants ot the five-story 

‘tenement on Mott-street, between Police Head- 

quarters and the burning structure, ana many 

removed a portion of thelr goods. Directly op- . 

/posite is an Italian tenement, occupied by rag- 

pickers and a horde of thieves, who were prepar- 

ing for a rich harvest. Sergt. Horbelt anda 
force of policemen arrived just in time to pre- 
vent what threatened a serious panic in the 
tenement and drove back with difficulty 
the crowd of Italians. They were utter- 
ward kept under contro! with little difficuity. 

For a time it looked as though Police Headquar- 

:ters would have to go. The tenement house did 

not extend clear back, and in the rear there was 

;nothing between the flames and the police build- 

ing. The halis of this were filled with smoke, and 

‘the watchers on the roof were filled ‘with 

anxiety. 

In the middle of the central building on the 
sixth floor were two immense water tanks with 
fire plugs at intervals of about 15 feet on each 
tioor. They proved useless, as the firemen were 
only able to open a part of the plugs. Between 
the tanks were stored the inks aud varnishes, 
When the fire reached these materials they 
burned very fiercly, quickly destroying the sup- 

‘ports of the mansard roof. 

Water tower No. 2 was stationed in Mott- 
street. throwing a powerful stream from floor to 
floor, wherever the fire raged the fiercest. Fire- 
man Cahill was atthe pipe and two other fire- 
‘men were on the truck with him. With scarcely 

.any preliminary warning the mansard roof fell 

in, carrying with it a section of the roof of No. 

; at the corner of Mott-street, and the front 

wallof the top story. The bricks feil outward 

with a great crash, ukmost burying the track of 
jthe water tower. Fireman Cahill, who was 
standing behind the slender pipe, evidently con- 

. sidered this sufficient protection, and bravely 

stood at his.post. He was notinjured. The 

other firemen jumped off the truck when they 
~saw their danger, and, though grazed by some 

Sof the brick, were not hurt. They promptly 

sprang to their places, but the pipe was broken 

the tower rendered useless, and it was hauled 
out of the way.

CUTTERS VERSUS SLOOPS 


a 


THEIR COMPARATIVE MERITS AS 
r SHOWN BY PAST RACES. 

"HE CONTEST FOR THE AMERICA’S CUP—SE- 
LECTION OF THE NEW-YORK YACHT 
CLUB’S STANDARD BEARER. 

The challenges for the America’s Cup of 
the Genesta snd Galatea—the first, one of the 
most successful racers of tho larmwest class of En- 
glish single-masted yachts; the second, now 
building and designed expressly to beat any- 
thing of her kind—have revived, wich an inten- 
sity of feeling uever known before on this side 
of the water, the controversy as to the compara- 
tive merits of the American sioop and the En- 
glish cutter. Almost everybody who pays any 
attention to yachting knows now what 
sort of a boat is indicated by the word 
cutter, but as there is a very large 
class of people who do not make a study of 
yachting matters, it may be well to state at the 
outset that the word has been popularly applied 
to the iong, narrow, deep type of yacht, devised 
by the English buildera, the very opposite of the 
American type, which is more orJessshallow and 
beamy. The word properly denotes, however, 
a peculiar rig for single-masted boats, composed 
of a mainsail, forestaysail and jib, differing trom 
the sloop rig, which consists of mainsail and jib 
only, But the popular adaptation is convenient, 
and therefore throughout this article the word 
wil! be used in its popular sense and the word 
sloop will be used to designate the American 
type of yacht. 

Darwin’s theory of the survival of the fittest 
applies to yachts as well as to plantsand animais, 
and hence the question whether the sloop or the 
cutter isthe better type is one of more than 
temporary importance. That question has been 
pressing itself more and more seriously on the 
attention of American yachtsmen for considera- 
bly over a decade. Prior to 1881, however, al- 
though it was the subject of active controversy, 
it had a theoretical rather than a practical im- 
portance for them. True, there were enthusi- 
asts who declared that the large English cutters 


could come over here and sail all around the 
fastest of our large sloops, but the English cut- 
ters did not come, and the smaller cutters that 
had been built on this side of the water had not 
shown themselves able to sail against the sloops 
of their own class. It was therefore maintained, 
not unreasonably, that the English yachtsmen 
would bring their “cracks” over quick enough 
if they had any real hope of successfully com- 
peting with our sloops, and cutter men were 
generally regarded as mere theorists. 

But in 1881 tbe question took a practical turn. 
In tbe Fa]l of that year the most successful of 
the “ ten tonners’’—the smallest class of racing 
cutters—the Madge, was sent.over here by her 
owner, Mr. Coates, of the famous firm of thread 
manufacturers. The performances of the Madge 
heed be only referred to here. They were a rev- 
elation to American yachtsmen. True, she 
sailed, with one or two exceptions, against 
yachts that really belonged to a smaller class 
than herself and obtained time allowances from 
them instead of allowing time as she ourht. 
Nevertheless her performances were remarka- 
bie ali around and especially in showing that she 
could, without danger of injury, stand weather 
that sloops of her size could not ensounter. She 
also confirmed—what had been already suggested 
by the importation of the canvas of the Amer- 
ican-built cutter Oriva, then in her first season— 
that the Enelish bad far outstripped us in the 
making and setting of seils. In short, the 
Madge showed conciusively that the cutter 
after all, was a really dangerous antagonist o 
the sloop. 

In the following year, however, a famous cut- 
ter of alarger class, the Maggie. was imported 
into Boston by Mr. Warren and matched against 
the Vixen, one of the crack second cluss sloops 
of the New-York fleet. The ease with which the 
Vixen beat the Maggie on every point went far 
toward restoring tbe shaken confidence of the 
sloop advocates, and later the same year the tri- 
umphs in these waters of the Fanita over the 
Oriva and of the Gracie over the Bedouin, then 
recently taunched and the first of the big cutters 
built over bere, almost entirely allayed any 
anmiety that had been left. It had been con- 
tended that the cutters could outpoint or sail 
closer in the wind than the sloops, but these con- 
tests showed that as far at least as these partic- 
ular boats were concerned the advantage was, if 
anywhere, on the side of the sloonps. 

The results of thegraces of the succeeding year, 
1883, were not on the whole such as to make the 
sloup men bouyant. The cutter Wenonah, also 
built on thisside during the previous season, 
won the first classsloop race on time allowance in 
the annual regatta of the New-York Yacht Club 
over such crack sloops as the Gracie and Fanny, 
as wellas the cutter Bedouin. Sbe won, it js 
true, so faras the sioops were concerned, by 
what yachtsmen call *‘a fluke,” but it was a cut- 
ter victory nevertheless. When the race was 
half over she was in a hopelessly beaten position 
bad the wind held, but she was favored in the 
nick of time bya lucky change of wind, which 
put her on more than even terms with the Gracie 
and Fanny. These sloops, the Gracie leading, bad 
distanced their competitors in the run down to 
the Sandy Hook Lightship, and after rounding 
that mark, the wind being west and therefore 
necessitating a beat back to the point of the 
Hook, they stood far down toward the High- 
lands of Navesink to get the benefit of_the tide, 
which was about to turn flood. Asthe Wenonah 
and Bedouin, close together, were rounding the 
lightship, far behind, the wind suddenly shifted 
to the northeast, and enabled them not only to 
make straicht back from the pointof the Hook 
and thus cut off the sloops, but also to sail with 
free sheets, while the latter were obliged to come 
up the beach close hauled. 

The tables were end turned a few weeks 
later at Newport, when the Gracie won the race 
for the Goelet Cup over both the Wenonah and 
Bedouin. It wasa windy day, and the Bedouin 
broke her boom, but what happened to the 
Wenonah has never been ascertained. he Be- 
douin was far behing the Gracie when the mis- 
hap occurred, but the cutter men declared that 
she was “ picking up” the sloop. At the close of 
the same cruise the Wenonah won 4&4 race 

off Marblehead in a very light breeze. But it 
was in the Fall races held by the Seawanhaka 
Yacht Club that the results told most heavily 
against the sloops. Before these races were 
gailed the Bedouin scored a victory over the 
Gracie in an outsiderace for the Bennett Cup, 
which had gone from the Hildegard to the 
Gracie by default. In the Seawanhaka races the 
Bedouin and Gracie were the only contestants in 
their class, and the Bedouin won the first two 
races, making three successive victories for her. 
The cutter men were in ecstacies, anp the sloop 
men correspondingly despondent, for to the 
casual observer these results seemed to prove a 
real superiority of the cutter over the sloop, and 
that the failures of the former the year before 
were attributable to her newness. 

There were sloop men, however, whose confi- 
fence was not to be shaken so easiiy. They 
pointed to the fact that in all three of these 
races the same conditions prevailed, namely, a 
light wind and a “jumpy” or chop sea, con- 
ditions exceptionally favorable to the cutter 
and unfavorable to speed on either side. Finally 
the day arrived for the last race, which opened 
with the same kind of wind andsea. The Gracie 
got a lead at the start, but the Bedouin gradually 
overhauled her and rounded the lightship a 
trifie ahead. Suddenly the wind freshened into 
a good strong breeze from the northwest. The 
Bedouin was slightly ahead and the Gracie close 
on ber weather guarter. The Gracie began to 
slip throuch the water faster than the Bedouin, 
but the yachts were so close together that the 
gentleman who was sailing the former decided 
that rather than risk a juffing match, which an 
attempt to pass the latter to the windward 
would involve, it would be better to bear away 
and take the chances of running through her 
lee. The experiment betrayed an enthusiastic 
cutter man, who witnessed it from the deck of 
the judge’s boat and failed to divine its purpose 
into an outburst of exultation that made bima 
subject of merriment for a long time afterward. 

* Oh, *Arvey, ‘Arvey !” he exclaimed, “ look 
at the sloop! She’s going down the beach. It's 
positively disgraceful! But the Gracie shot 
through the lee of the Bedouin hke a cloud of 
spray, and bauied up to the windward across 
her bows. lt was a neat manceuvre, and it 
showed what the sloop could do when the wind 
blew and she was well handled. During the re- 
mainder of the race she drew steadily away 
from the Bedouin and finished an easy winner. 

During the last season the cutters made a very 
po showing in the regatta of the New-York 

acht Club and in the great —— race around 

Long Island. It must be said in fairness, how- 

ever, that the Bedouir was notin eitber of these 

races. For the rest of the season the larger cut- 

ters haG things all to themselves. The Fanny did 

not go on the cruise of the New York Yacht 

Club, and the Gracie went as far only as New- 

port and took part inthe drifting race thero for 

the Goelet Cup, which was won by the Bedouin. 
_ After that race, the Gracie having withdrawn 
from the cruise on account of the illness of her 

owner, the Bedouin was practically without a 

sloop competitor and easily secured most of the 

rizes. Up to the present time, therefore, the 

onors are about easy as between the first-class 
sloops and cutters, although enthusiastic advo- 
cates of either type can no doubt find in the 
record reasons for claiming a decided preponder- 
ance. Between the second-class sloops and cut- 
ters the honors are ee. in favor of the 
slocps, owing to the undeniable superiority as to 
speed of the Vixen and Fanita. 

Of course the Genesta and Galatea may prove 
to be much swifter than any cutters on this side 
of the water and therefore more than matches 
for any American sioops. But until they arrive 
in these waters anything said on this subject 
must be mere guess work, for every yachtsman 
knows how idie it is to speculate as to the com- 
parative s of two boats until they are placed 
side by side. Two important factors of racing 
may, however, be referred to in this connection. 
One is that the English cutters are kept in typ- 

» rating trim without a pound of su u- 
ous weight intnem. In fact, they carry nothing 
but the spare sails and the crew, while the Amer- 
» {ean are generally raced with their cabins 
~ and holds furnished as for cruising. Tho 

ot factor in favor of the English cutter 
is handled trained 


class sloops into better racing trim this season 
than ever before, 50 that they may meet the 
English cu on something like even terms. 

In this connection the views of Mr. J. Fred- 
erick Tams, a member of the New-York Yacht 
Club Committee of Arrangements for the pros- 

tive contest for the America’s Gun, will be of 
nterest, as Mr. Tams is as well known among 
yachtsmen for preserving an impartial attitude 
in the sloop and cutter controversy as for his 
thorough scientific knowledge in yacht building 
and sailing. Being asked for his opinion aes to 
the com rptive. racing merits of sloops and 
cutters, Mr. Tams replied: 

“ That isa very wide question, opening up as 
it does the whole controversy, and is conse- 

uently a very hard one to answer. The condi- 
tions are so variable, and there are so many ele- 
ments to be taken into consideration that it is 
almost impossible to give an intelligent answer. 
When a boats beaten her friends always have 
some reasons to offer in explanation. Of one 
thing, however, there can be no doubt: in a 
light wind and lumpy sea the cutter will always 
mike the best headway, because from ker 
lack of initial stability the mere weight of 
her boom, spars, sails, &c., heels her suf- 
ticiently to keep her sails from slatting, and 
thus makes them hold the wind better 
than those of the sloop, which possesses great 
initial stability. At the same time the greater 
weight of the cutter enables ber to preserve her 
initial velocity. The sloop, on the other hand, 
having much less weight, striking the seas with 
her broad bows, is constantly losing her way as 
the result. In illustration of this, between the 
sloops, the Mischief is a much better sea boat 
than the Gracie and Fauny, on account of her 
much straighter section lines forward and the 
large amount of weight she carries, 26 tons, to 
the Gracie’s 16 tons and the Fauny’s 8 tons, 
However, with any kind of a good breeze, I be- 
lieve the sloop will beat the cutter, particularly 
in leading breezes. 

“It is easy enough, however, to point out cer- 
tain advantages possessed by each type of yacht 
over the other. First, then, as to the cutters, or 
as I would call them, English racing single 
stickers, they have absolute theoretical and prac- 
tical non-capsizability. They have also, as I 
just pointed out, the ability to make better 
headway in # short or cross sea. In rig they 
possess the advantage of adaptability to ali sorts 
of weather and conditions. Owing to their pe- 
culiarity of form and greater depth and weight, 
they afford facilities for shifting sails not en- 
joyed by the sloops. For example, they will 
beat to windward comparatively handily under 
head sails alone, while shifting or reefing the 
mainsail, and will hold on better when hove to. 

“Onthe other hand, as to the large sloop or 
centreboard single sticker, although she is theo- 
retically capsizable, practically so long as way 
is kept on her, she is not; and, so iar as I recol- 
lect, certainly within the last 20 years, no large 
sloop has capsized. while a number of schooners 
have done so. We seldom hear of masts and 
booms being carried away on sloops, although 
numerous accidents of the kind have happened 
to the few representatives of the cutter in this 
country. and there is hardly a season on the 
other side when something of the kind does 
not happen. In a sea the sloop is a much drier 
and more comfortabie boat than the cutter, and is 
atall times more comfortable to move around on. 
It requiresa certain amount of physical strength 
to move about of a cutter under way, not gen- 
erally possessed by women and children; and a 
little roughness on the sea will — enough water 
aboard to sicp around and make sitting or ré- 
clining on deck disagreeable to say the least. 
Again, when the cutter is heeled over at any 
considerable angle in a short chop beam sea the 
water is very apt to run up the sharply inclined 
side as up a beach and keep flowing continually 
over the decks. Of course, all of these discom- 
forts are unknown to the sioop, and chairs and 
lounges as constantly used on it are out of the 
question on the cutter. The gear and handling 
ot the sloop are lighter and less complicated 
than those of the cutter, which require a larger 
crew both on this account and on account of 
the comparatively limited space and the initial 
angle of the heel. 

* Of course, the qualities peculiar to each type 
are modified as the types approach each other. 
Personally I um decidedly infavor of the deep 
sharp centreboard single-sticker, for the reason 
that I believe such a boat will combine the best 
qualities of both sloop and cutter, and at, the 
same time be free from the disadvantages of 
either.” 

“What do you suppose have been the con- 
trolling circumstances in the development of the 
cutter type ?” 

“The ordinary deck keel boatin general use 
on the English coast, where there are no bar-ob- 
structed harbors, where there is deep water 
everywhere, and where thereis frequent rough 
water, is just as much a product of the environ- 
ment as is the beamy, light-draught centreboard 
sloop on this side of the ocean, where exactly 


the ger conditions prevail. But the 
English racing cutter is the product of 
a deliberate and persistent effort to cir- 


cumvent the English rule of measurement. 
In illustration of this truth I recall in a 
general way drawines and ss pub- 
lished some time ago in the London Field. As 
wellas I remember, the boat was to be named 
significantly the.Ne Plus Ultra, and was de- 
signed to sail in the three-tonner class, Her 
dimensions were to be about 63 feet over all and 
exactly 3 feet beam, and her actual measure- 
ment 19 83-100, or say, 20 tons. The plans and 
specifications for this boat were proposed in all 


+ sobernegs, and I think it was understood at the 


time that she was actually to be built.” 

It was stated above that the first-class sloops 
and cutters already afloat here are to be put in 
the best racing condition to mect the English- 
men. Besides the yachts now afloat two new 
sloops are building for the express purpose of 
trying conclusions with them. One of these, for 
Commodore James Gordon Bennett and Vice- 
Commodore William P. Douglass, of the New- 
York Yacht Club, is to be about 85 feet long on 
the water line, 94 or 95 feet long over all, 22 feet 
beam, and 8 feet draught of water. She is 
to be an iron boat, and is already in 
active construction by the Harlan & Hol- 
lingsworth Oompany from designs ‘by A. 
Cary Smith, the designer of the Mischief and 
other fast yachts. The other boat is for a party 
of Boston gentlemen. She is building by Law- 
ley, of Boston, from designs by one of the Bur- 

ses, and isto be 80feeton the water line, 22 
eet beam, and is to draw about 7 feet of water. 
It may be mentioned in this connection that the 
committee of the New-York Yacht Club wilinot 
be confined in their selection of a yacht to sail 
against the Englishmen to the fleet of that club, 
but may go outsideif they see fit,as the race 
will be open to ail American boats. 

At the meeting of the New-York Yacbt Club 
on Thureday evening last it was resolved to 
hold a series of trial racesin the latter part of 
June to enable the committee to judge of the 
relative merits of the yachts offering to defenaG 
the America’s cup, and thus determine which to 
select for the contest. The two boats just de- 
scribed as now building will be finished in time 
to participate in these trial races, which, it is un- 
derstood, will be governed by the strictest rules 
ever applied to yacht racing in this country. 
The object aimed at in framing such rules is to 
eliminate as far as possible every element of 
luck from the results. The yachts, for example, 
will be started as nearly as possible together, 
and if one crosses the line’ any considerabie dis- 
tance in advance of the others she will be called 
back. 








NEW-ORLEANS AS A BUSINESS OITY. 
From the Springfield (Mass.). Republican. 

A business man of this city, who recent- 
ly went to New-Orleans with the belief that the 
North and South were about to shake hands 
commercially, and that the World’s Exhibition 
was the biggest event since the fallof Rich- 
mond, is willing to live to a green old age with- 
out seeing New-Orleans again. He undertook 
to do some business incidentally while there, 
and was arrested for selling goods by sam- 
ple without a license, exposing himself thus 
to a fine of $50. Afteradelay of five hours he 
was brought before a magistrate. where he 
pleaded his case so effectively that he not only 
escaped with a warning, but in a quiet chat with 
the Judge a few moments later he succeeded in 
selling him and his clerk specimens of the very 
products of Yankee ingenuity which had just 
been the occasion of his arrest. ** As all Yankees 
have not my presence and my ability,” remarks 
the aforesaid citizen of this city, “‘to induce 
New-Orleans Judges to help one to break the 
law, I would advise that they take in the ex- 
hibition as a show and not asa place to do bus- 
iness.* 








DEATH OF THE CZAR’S COOK. 
From the London Truth. 

I have just seen a gentleman from Rus- 
sia who informs me that the Czar’s cook is dead. 
This may not seem very startling news, but this 
cook has been for years as well known in Rus- 
sia as John Brown was in Scotiand. This ex- 
traordinary Italian, who for some time had been 
cook in the imperial kitchen of the Ozar’s illus- 
trious father, rose, under the present Emperor, 
to be head over all the imperial servants. Then 
he became steward of the household and confi- 
dential attendant and adviser of the present Em- 
peror, who, it is said, consulted him on all ques- 
tions—even on those referring to the weightiest 
matters of State. His lossto the Emperor will 
be irreparable, as no one had so much influence 
over his Majesty or was so much in his confi- 
dence. His name was Ingano. 








A VALUABLE COLLECTION OF EGGS. 
From the Milwaukee (Wis.) Sentinel, March 27. 

The Executive Committee of the Public 
Museum held a meeting last evening, at which a 
resolution of thanks to B. F. Goss, of Pewaukee, 
for the presentation of a very choice collection 
of eggs of North Ameriean birds was unani- 
mousiy adopted. The collection embraces the 
eges of 465 species of birds, and is excelled in 
this country only by the one at the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washineton. It has taken Mr. Goss 
nine yearsto make the collection, and it has cost 
about $9,000. Mr. Goss delivered the collection 
to the museum and put it in place himse!f at his 
own expense. It will be opened to ptiblic in- 
spection at once.

To a TIMEs reporter who saw him last night Mr. 
Williamson said: 

“* We produce all the latest and best attractions 
in the theatrical and operatic line in our theatres 
in Australia. The audiences are very exacting 
and require everything to be mounted in the 
best style. The firm of Williamson, Garner & 
Musgrove do not claim to havea monopoly of 
the theatrical business in Australia, but it is 
acknowledged that, having tho best theatres, we 
have also the best companies and the most efli- 
cient and thoroughly orgdnized staff of artists, 
mechanists, and auxiliaries, thus enabling our 
productions to approach as nearly as possible to 
the standard of London and New-York. While I 
have been in Europe I have witnessed the per- 
formances of all the principal plays and operas 
in England and France, and I have secured the 
Australian right to such of them as I thought 
gave the most promise of success.

AN OPPONENT OF BARRIOS. 


EX-PRESIDENT-SOTO DENIES FOMENTING DIS- 
TURBANCE IN CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The ex-President of the republic of Hon- 
duras, Marco Aurelius Soto, who has been a 
resident of New-York since 1883, in an interview 
yesterday concerning the war among the States 
of Central America, which he is charged in dis- 
patches from Mexico with having instigated, 
said: ‘* I have had nothing whatever to do with 
the troubles. My relations with Barrios, I pre- 
sume, have given rise to these stutements. I do 
not believe in his policy, and do not believe that 
he will succeed in his scheme for a Central 


American confederation. The people of Hon- 
duras,I know, are opposed to his schemes, al- 
though the Government of President Bogran 
favors them, and this is true of all the States. I 
was Barrios’s Minister of Foreign Affairs, but it 
is not true,as has been stated, that I was the 
Minister who signed the decree forthe expulsion 
ot the Jesuits. Barrios, I know, has sent a 
Minister to the Pope, but he has not been re- 
ceived, Of course, [ watch the course of things 
down there very closely, and have been asked by 
telegraph to go down and take part in the strug- 
gle now going on. [have not yet decided what 
Ishalido. [shall receive mail advices of the 
condition of affairs by April 2, and will then 
make my decision as to whether [ snall godown. 
The people ot the States, I think, will not assist 
Barrios, and even the Guatemalans are secretly 
opposed to him. He is their master, and con- 
sequently the opposition to him is not permitted 
to become known.”’ Mr. Soto said thet as far 
ashe knew no purchasesof arms were being 
madein the United States for either side, and 
none were required, inasmuch as allthe States 
were abundantly provided with the necessary 
munitions of war. 

'rhe present residence of Mr. Sotois at No.8 
East Eighty-fourth-street. Among the transfers 
of real estate recorded on Saturday was the 
honse No. $29 Fifth-avenue to him for $210.000. 
The house adjoining—No. 931—is the property of 
Gen. Barrios, bought by him some years ago. 
Mme. Barrios, with her children, is now residing 
in Central America. Some of the partisans of 
Barrios said yesterday that Soto had bougbt the 
house for the purpose of annoying the family of 
his fermer chief. Asked about this, he said: 
“That is a most droll conception. How could I 
annoy the family when they are not living 
there ? Itis perfectly true that Iam not on good 
terms with him, but I had no idea of striking at 
him in any way by becoming his possible neigh- 
bor. ‘the fact is Iam dissatisfled with my pres- 
ent residence and exchanged it for the Fifth- 
avenue house, and was not even aware of the 
ownership of the Barrios house until after the 
transfer was completed.” 











FATHER AND SON CONVICTED. 

Wutaton, Ill, March 29.—The trial of 
Ozias W. Fletcher and hisson, Merritt, was con- 
cluded yesterday and resulted in a verdict of 
manslaughter as to the former, with a penalty 
of three years in the penitentiary, and of mur- 
der in the first degree as to the latter, with the 
penalty of death. The crime of which the pris- 
oners were accused was the killing of Otto J. 
Hope, a German farmer, on the Ist day. of June 
last. Thetrouble arose over certain excellent 
pasturage which grew along an unfrequented 
road which lies between their farms, and each 
having a larger number of cows than could be 
pastured on their lands they were wont to take 
their herds to this place for pasturage, The 
Fietchers claimed that Hope had no right to the 
ground, and swore they would drive him off. Tho 
day before the murder Hope’s man, Steinburn,. 
met the Fietchers, who beat him severely. The 
next day he refused to visit the disputed ground 
unless accompanied by his employer. They 
went together, and upon arriving onthe ground 
they were met by the Fletchers. Hope made 
some inquiry as to the proceedings of the day 
before, and at this the elder Fletcher flew into a 
passion and attacked Hope, when Steinpurn 
sprang to his nee assistance and was then 
shot in the hip by Mérritt Fletcher, who was a 
few feetaway. Hope turned to young Fletcher 
and was shot and killed instantly. Steinburn 
also received another shot in tho breast, from 
which he will never fully recover. The Fletch- 
ers are quite wealthy, and Steinburn has begun 
a suit against them for $10,000 damages. 


A LANDLADY CALLS IN THE POLICE. 

A messenger from Mrs. Freligh, who 
keeps a boarding house at No, 214 Warren-street, 
Jersey City, dashed into the Gregory-Street Po- 
lice Station last night and asked for police aid. 
One of her boarders had, the messenger said, cre- 
ated a disturbance and threatened her with vio- 
lence. Roundsman Coward went to the house. 
R. Pelham Dewey, who says he is a catarrh 
specialist, and his wife were on the staircase in 
the hall, holding annimated discussions with 
Mrs. Freligh and her servants. Dewey was 
taken to the police station, where he told Sergt. 
Newton that the trouble crew out of his desire 
to move and Mrs. Freligh’s refusal to ullow him 
to take his baggage. He was searched, and $600 
in money and $2,000 worth of diamonds were 
found upon him. Sergt. Newton refused at the 
end, however, to-entertain a charge against him, 
and he was released.

POLITICAL ECONOMY AT YALE. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Will you kindly allow me to reply to the 
various unfair criticisms which have appeared 
recently in several New-York papers in refer- 
ence to the study of political economy as taught 
here at Yale? One would think by the language 
used in some cases, first, that Yale students must 
be free traders purely because their respected 
instructor is, and, second, that to accomplish 
this result free trade and free trade only is 
taught, This is far from the truth, Students 
are not passive, and do not accept any theory 
taught; they are, on the contrary, active, and 
accept what reading, thinking, and the experl- 
ence of observing men forces them to accept, 
and, second, free trade is not political economy, 
but only a very small part of it. Hence, as we are 


studying political economy, a very small part 
of our instruction concerns ** free trade.” We 
have a “joan library of political economy” and 
the college library, from which can be drawn 
the best works on this science. From these 
works, as helps to our text books, we have been 
studying the science of political economy, 
“which has to do with the material well-being 
of mankind.” This means that we are not being 
daily merged in a free trade bath, but that we 
are studying the laws of production, capital, 
labor, distribution, wages, exchange, and cvur- 
rency, (including the ‘‘silver question,” which 
Prof. Sumner says is more important to the 
country at present than “free trade.”) Now, 
there are two sides to every question. Many of us 
(including the writer) are “ on the fence,” eagerly 
watching both sides in this free trade-protection 
contest. We know there is a broad world outside 
of Yaie College, and we do not believe Prof. 
Sumner is infallible; but we do believe that his 
opponents act as if he was, for allthat we have 
read thus far is either an “‘argumentum ad pop- 
ulum” or (as lawyers say) a pure case of “ abus- 
ing the plaintiff’s attorney.”” No person wishing 
to be an “economist” has begun his: studies by 
laying a free trade foundation on which to 
build; far from it. One must study political 
history for facts and then deduce his 
theory; hence, an economist beginning his 
Studies is never prejudiced, ut simply 
seeks “truth,” and if, after ane and 
arranging and analyzing political istory 
in all its channels, he finds “‘ pure free trade,” 
his opinions should be respected, but we are not 
bound to accept it. Far from it. Let some one else 
try to deduce his theory from facts; then let us 
compare both, let us see where they differ, let us 
go over the ground again and again, and let us 
then boldly declare the result. This has been 
done again and again by brilliant and close stu- 
dents since the time ot Adam Smith, and the 
almost unanimous result has been “free 
trade.”’ Did any of these economists, 
from Adam Smith to our well-informed Prof. 
Sumner, (if you eyed wish a priori to deduce 
“free trade?” Notat all. It was perfectly in- 
different to them as to whether they arrived 
at the harbor of free trade or protection, but 
baving arrived safely every time at free trade 
harbor, let those who favor protection not seek 
by insult and foolish language to drive their ene- 
my from his firm anchorage, (for insults hurt 
the feelings alone, not principles,) but let the 
protectionists study to get out of the storm in 
which they are long enough to give usa can- 
did theory for their doctrine, and we hesitating 
ones wil! immediately ‘“‘hop over’ on their side 
of the fence. .

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THE CROW CREEK RESERVATION. 
To the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

We, the Executive Committee-of the In- 
dian Rights Association, enter our public pro- 
test on behalf of the association against an 
order issued by President Arthur under advice 
of ex-Seoretary Teller, on Feb. 27 last, throwing 
into the public lands about 500,000 acres of the 
Crow Creek Reserve, Dakota. 

We do this for the following reasons: 
First—After investigationtof this Hxecutive 
order by the Law Committee of this association 
we believe it to be unquestionably illegal and in- 
valid. We hold that the land in question was in- 
cluded by the treaty of 1468 in the Sioux Re- 
serve, and that therefore it cannot be opened by 
Executive order. 

Second—The order was made in fgreat haste at 
the close of the last Administration. The In- 
dian Bureau were given no Official notice, nor 
was the Indian Committee of the Senate or 
House given any opportunity to pass upon its 
wisdom or justice. 

Lhird—The effect of the order, if} ultimately 
carried out, will be painfully disastrous to the 
Indians, who have been led to believe that they 
occupy the land under treaty. 

Out of the 635,000 acres included in‘their reserva- 
tion only 185,000acres are left. About one-half 
of thisis practically worthless. The 2,000 settlers 
who at once entered the reservation are serlous- 
ly interfering with the agency herd of cattle, 


which is in imminent danger of being stampeded. 
In this event starvation among the [ndians is to 
be apprehended, 

rourth—The grave danger of disputes between 
intruding whites and the Indians is manifest. 
Cases have already been reported of theft and 
outrage committed by white men upon inoffen- 
sive Indians. Should any Indian forcibly resent 
the invasion of his rights, there is every reason 
to believe that it would resultin war with the 
whole Sioux Nation, of which the Indians living 
upon this reservation form a part; a war which 
would mean great cost to the Government and 
loss of life to both whites and Inaians. Sucha 
calamity would involve the destruction of many 
years’ work in the civilization of these Indians 
hitherto successfully maintained by the Gov- 
ernment and by various religious Bodies, and 
place in jeopardy the cause of civilization 
umong all the Indians of the United States. For 
such results, which we sincerely trust may be 
averted, Secretary Teller will be justly held re- 
sponsible. 

We believe that an order, at best of most ques- 
tionable legality, affecting the property of some 
1,500 persons peculiarly under the protection of 
the Government and of its Executive, and taking 
a large tract of valuable land without compen- 
sation of any kind, should have been neither 
secret, hasty, nor without the advice of those 
officially informed on the subject. 

For these and other reasons we emphatically 
condemn this order and the action of ex-Secre- 
tary Teller in regard to it. 

We also desire to state our great satisfaction 
in learning that President Cleveland, upon 
motion of this association, has suspended the 
order, and directed its investigation, and to ex- 
press our appreciation of his prompt and effect- 
ive action.

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THE NEW PARKS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The city of New-York has ever 50 miles 
of sewers in the down-town wards that were not 
built on a comprehensive plan and need rear- 
rangement. Many of these miles of sewers 
arein want of repair, and much sewage is now ab- 
sorbed by thesoil. To this reason and not to want 
of park area we may attribute the high death 
rate in this city as compared with London, Paris, 

erlin, and many other large cities, Five mill- 
ions of dollars is the minimum that should be 


appropriated for this purpose. The East’ River 
water frout from the Battery to Grand-street 
needs $10,000, at once to put the docks in 
proper condition to relieve the great demand for 
docks on the North River by giving the Sound 
boats ample dock facilities on the east side and 
so avoid the danger of the large steamers going 
through the narrow passage of the East River 
and rounding the Battery to reach their present 
docks. Commussioner Laimbeer informs me that 
the docks thus made would pay more than 15 
per cent. income upon the whole investment. 
Our Mayor—and by the way a better one 
we never had—informs me _ that $2,000,000 
is needed at once for school buildings and an- 
other million for armories, and that this year 
there will be required for increasing our needed 
water supply from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. With 
all these imperative demands upon the city 
Treasury, isitany wonder that our Mayor and 
Controller are alarmed at the large prospect- 
ive demands.upon the Treasury for new parks, 
not needed at thistime? Citizens of moderate 
means do not seem to see where we are drifting. 
Those with millions at their command may look 
on with complacency if our tax rate should ad- 
vance one-half, three-quarters, Or one per cent., 
but to those who have nearly all they are worth 
invested ina home it is a serious matter. This 
increase in taxation mustsurely comeif this new 
park scheme is not scotched. This new scheme is 
acurious one, and emanates from an entirely dif- 
ferent class of men from those who usually at- 
tack the public Treasury. The solution of it 
probably is that the gentlemen owning these 
outlying lands have found them a dead weight 
on their hands for years, and_ have now confided 
their interests to an able syndicate, which is vig- 
orously pushing this scheme, and unless the tax- 
payers arise in their might it will succeed.

band tor it] in.” Naturally Benedick Irving 
does so. and the curtain falls. Without any idea 
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uch matter as a rule is struck out from the 
text as it stands when a play of Shakespeare 

iven. But of ail the Hamlets we have ever ha 

ere Mr. Irving been the most correct in 
sticking closely to the text, and where a spade is 
called a spade he does not omit the lines. Bein 
80 punctilious on this point, it is natural to as 
why he should allow even one line to be put:in, 
the reasons for omission being paramount, but 
can there be any reason for an insertion of one 
word? Many thanksare due from theatregoers 
to Mr. Irving for his as near as possibly perfect 
rendition of Shakespeare’s plays. Though the 
hypercritical will cast an occasional stone at his 
mannerisms, (or affectations?) yet his ability as 
stage manager, his training of his plavers, his 
setting of scenery, and his conception of all the 
characters in the play—barring, perhaps, his 
own—leave nothing to be desired. For all this 
let us be thankful, and we are. But why ’‘paint 
the rose blue or add an extra line to Shake- 
speare’s already inimitable ones? Mr. Irving 
bas, no doubt, a thoroughly keen appreciation 
of Miss Terry’s abilities and many qualities, 
personal and professional..He knows how neces- 
sary—how very necessary—she is to the success 
of his company; but surely he should let the 
curtain drop where Shakespeare intended it 
should drop, and not let any additions of hia 
own mar the scene.. Or else let him add his own 
views about iife and death, sleep and dreams, 
to the soliloquy in “Hamlet.” Why not?

WHITTIER’S LETTER ON GORDON.

From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The following interesting extract from a 
‘letter just received from Mr. J. G. Whittier, the 
Quaker poet, of New-England, has been for- 
warded to us by Mr. Charles C. Reed. Mr. Reed 
had suggested to Mr. Whittier that he should 
write a poem on Gen. Gordon, and this is an ex- 
tract from the poet’s reply, which is dated Dan- 
vers, Mass., March 4, 1885: 


“ Thy letter found me omgevaepe J the very sub- 
ject to which it so kindly sought to call my 
attention. For years I have followed Gen. Gor- 
don’s course with constantly increasing interest, 
wonder, and admiration, and I have felt his 
death as a great personal bereavement. A prov- 
idential man, his missionin an unbelieving and 
selfish age revealed the mighty power of faith in 
God, self-abnegation, and the enthusiasm of 
humanity. For centuries no grander figure has 
crossed the disk of our planet. Unique, unap- 

roachabie in his marvelous individualty, he be- 

ongs to no sect or party, and defies classification 

or comparison. [I should be sorry to see his 
name used for party purposes, for neither Con- 
servative nor dical has any special claim 
upon him. We Americans, in common with 
all English-speaking people the world over, 
Jament his death and share his glorious memory. 
I wish it were in my power to do what thee so 
kindly suggests, but [scarcely feel able to do 
justice, at this time, to the wonderful personality 
which for the-past year has stood on the banks 
of the Nile, relieved against the dark back- 
ground of the Soudan. I have been suffering 
from illness, and dare not undertake the eulogy 
of sucha man with a feeble hand. Perhaps it 
may some time be in my power, as it isnow in 
my inclination, to prt my thoughts of him into 
metrical form. If I could reach the ear of 
Alfred Tennyson I should urge him to give the 
world a threnody inspired by the lifeand death 
of one who has made not only England but the 
world richer for his memory.” 

“Mr. Whittier’s letter on Gen. Gordon,” 
writes a correspondent, “suggests a question 
which I am sure has been occurring to many of 
us. Have we still a poet laureate? or is he the 
poet only of the Court and notof the nation— 
ready with odes and congratulations when a 
Court rejoices, but with no song to which to set 
‘an empire's lamentation ?’ et his splendid 
ballad of * The Revenge,’ published only a few 
years ago, and his ode on the * Defense of Luck- 
now,’ published yet later, show that the old fire 
still burns, and it is possible perbaps to hope 
thatit will kindle into song now as it did 33 
years since, when ‘the last great Englishman’ 
wasdead. Surely there is every element of 
tragic inspiration in Gen. Gordon's fate, and his 
is a character for which ‘an ever-echoing ave- 
nue of song’ should be preserved. One recalls, 
too, the laureate’s exquisite inscription on Sir 
John Franklin’s cenotaph: 

** Not here lithe white North hath thy bones; and thou, 
Heroic sailor soul, 
Art passing on thy happier voyage now 

Toward no,earthly pole.’ 

And one cannot help hoping that for once a:poet 
may successfully repeat himself.”

BUFFALO INFLUENCE BLAMED. 

Looxport, March 29.—The Falls Division 

of the Central Road, 55 miles long, has ever since 
the completion of the cantilever bridge suffered 
greatly from bad train service, more especially 
to passengers. The route from Suspension 
Bridge being 18 miles shorter to Rochester this 
way than via Buffalo, about all the through 
freight service of the road has been run over 
this single track division, and as a resultit has 
been badly overcrowded, causing fore thana 
dozen freight wrecks this Winter alone. Freight 
trains have n given the right of way over 
the passenger trains, while no one could obtain 
sleeping car quarters before reaching Rochester. 
The train service has been very unsatisfactory, 
and caused ho end of grumbling by the patrons 
of the road living on this branch, which 18 said 
to be more profitable for its local traffic than any 
other equal Jength of the line. 

The Suspension Bridge Journai boldly charges 
that Buffalo influence was causing the Central 
Railroad to throw away thousands of dollars 
every year in running its through passenger 
trains around via Buffalo from Niagara Falls to 
Rochester, when they ought to go directly east, 
saving 18 miles. That paper further declares 
that the same influence is responsible for the 
bad management of this branch. The Journal 
says it is well known that Commodore Vander- 
bilt intended to double track this branch, but 
his death prevented it, and since that time Buf- 
falo interests have worked against this needed 
improvement. Unless the authorities of the 
road soon take the matter in their bands and 
make the needed change it is believed that other 
parties will step in and give the city of Lock- 
port and the large cities on this branch the mail 
and transportation facilities which their im- 
portance deserves.

ACCUSING ‘HIS OWN WIFE. 





AN EXTRAORDINARY STORY OF CRIME TOLD 
BY A DES MOINES MAN, 

Des Morus, Iowa, March 29.—On the 
morning of Feb. 7, 1884, the body of a young 
man was found in an alley on the east side with 
a bullet through his head. A watch lay near 
him, but there was nothing on his person that 
gave any clue to his identity. The weather was 
cold, and the body was kept a long time and vis- 
ited by thousands of curious people, some com- 
ing froma distance, but none proving its iden- 
tity. Finally, the body was buried, and the case 
lost sight of. A few days ago a man named 
Wolf, residing in East Des Moines, had his 
wife arrested on a charge of inconstancy, but 
was unable to substantiate the charge in 
court, which greatly enraged him. Ag 
soon as his wife had been acquitted, 
he filed a sworn statement with Justice Eggle- 
ston, charging her with the murder of the 
stranger. The story he tells is, that the man en- 
tered a bagnio at that time nope by himself and 
wife, on East Court-avenue; that five minutes 
later, hearing the report of a pistol, he rushed in 
and found his wife with the smoking weapon in 
her hand and the stranger lying dead on the 
floor. Wolf went on to state that a consultation 
was held. and it was decided to carry away the 
body. In order to prevent the blood from leav- 
ing any damaging trail,a towel was taken from 
the washstand and wrapped around his head 
and witb the assistance of his wife they carried 
the body into the alley where it was 
found. The towel was taken from the 
bloody head and carefully sunk in a 
neighboring vault, and all the traces 
of the crime were effaced trom the carpets and 
furniture with the greatest care. When the 
body was found, about $7 was foundin a pocket, 
but Wolf says the motive for the murder was 
the fact that the victim displayed a large roll of 
money, and that he had $3.000 on his person at 
the time. Mrs. Wolf was arrested last night. 
She at first broke down completely, but after- 
ward stoutly denied the deed, and claimed that 
Wolf was beside himself with drink when he 
told the story. Wolf was also confined in jail, 
and to-day still adhered to his statement. Many 
people are disposedto distrust his statement, 
thinking it was made to wreak revenge on his 
wife, who has had him arrested on several occa- 
sions for drunkenness. 





HE WON’T PAY THE BOYS. 
—_——— 
TROUBLE CAUSED BY A DEMOCRATIC NOM-- 
INEE FOR MAYOR. 


CINCINNATI, March 29.—Itis the talk in 
political éircles that George Gerke, nominated 
for Mayor on Tuesday by the Democratic Con- 
vention, has refused to meet the money obliga- 
tions by virtue of which his nomination was 
said to be secured. It is said that County 
Auditor Brewster, who has controlled political 
conventions by the use of money or promises 
of money before, and is trusted to such an extent 
by the “ boys’ that his promises are as good 
as the money in hand, obligated himself in 
Mr. Gerke’s behaif to the extent of $3,500. He 
promised the money the next day, but to his 
great surprise Gerke refused to honor the draft, 

‘Lam sure that Mr. Gerke is liberal in regard 
to obligations of this kind,” said the Auditor 
to-night 1n speaking of the matter. ** Of course 
you know that modern conventions are more or 
Jess controlled by money. I’m sorry that it is so. 
It is very unfortunate, but still itis a part of the 
system, and there is no getting around it.” 

The Auditor then said that Mayor Stephens, 
who desired a re-election, had been busying him- 
self circifating reports, when, as a matter of 
fact, Stephens paid more for his nomination two 
years ago than was needed to nominate Gerke 
and some of the obligations he then contracted 
remain unpaid to this day. 

From other sources it was learned that Mr. 
Gerke refused to meet the obligations which 
Brewster contracted for the reason that they 
were unauthorized, Jobn R. McLean having 
promised that his nomination should cost him 
nothing. When approached in regard to the 
matter Mr. Gerke refused to make any state- 
ment. Heis wealthy, but is not experienced in 
politics, and is believed to regard the bleeding 
to which he is being subjected as otitrageous. 


EJECTED FROM OKLAHOMA. 
ARKANSAS City, Kan., March 29.—Gen. 
Hatch yesterday recetved a dispatch from Major 
Dewees, via Fort Reno, that his cavairy had 
scouted along the Cimarron River, and that all 
permanent improvements north of, the river, 
which included fences, houses, and dugouts, had 


been destroyed. The proprietors of Berry Broth- 
ers, the McClellan Cattle Company, and Burke 
& Martin’s rancbes were ape time to get out 
and remove to the south side of the Cimar- 
ron, leaving their stock on the north 
side, however; so it would seem - that 
the Oklahoma country is as much occupied by 
stockmen as it was before the President issued 
his proclamation. The few settlers along the 
south fork of the Canadian are to be arrested 
and turned out by the cavalry, who are now 
moving east toward the Sac and Fox Agency, on 
the lookout for the Coffeyville colony, pt. 
Couch received a letter yesterday from Central, 
Kan., stating that 250 men were waiting in that 
vicinity to join the Arkansas City colony the 
moment it was assured that they were to start. 











ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Gen. R. B. Ayres, 
Colonel Second Artillery, has appointed First Lieut. 
Eli D. Hoyle as Adjutant of the regiment, to succeed 
Lieut. George Mitchell, who has just been promoted to 
Captain. Lieut. Hoyleis now on duty as Adjutant at 
West Point. This appointment promotes Lieut. Ham- 
ilton Rowan, the son of the Vice-Aamiral of the navy, 
to First Lieutenant.

At 8:15 o’cloc 
Patrick Joyce came cautiously on to the edge 
of the platform, and kicked the tubs that 
contained some flowering plants to ascertain 
if there was any dynamite in them. Fifteen 
minutes later the lights were suddenly turned 
up, alittle procession marched on to the stage, 
and 500 brogans came to the floor in simul- 
taneous Clatter of applause. Patrick Joyce led 
this procession; atter him came O’Donovan 
Rossa; one of the various Prof. Mezzeroffs fol- 
lowed; Gen. F. F. Millen stalked pompousl 
after; a sad man with along beard came n 
and a badly scared boy brought up the rear. 

The sad’ man with the long heard was intro« 
ome as Fe aillerea thes oe Nagpaley ss the 
meeting. He alle a was ying to 
the Irish heart to see such a ed moat as- 
sembled to iend assistance their brethren 
battling in the cause of freedom for an en- 
slaved race and to do honor to a man 
who was a man. “I refer,’ said the man 
with the long beard, “to the honorable Senator 
Riddleberger, of Pennsylvania, who will address 
you thisevening.” There was a burst of ap- 
plause, after which the sad man said that he 
meant “Senator Riddlieberger, of Varginia.’’ 
“The subsidized English papers of this city,” 
continued the sad man, ** will say that 200 cranks 
and fools met here last night and liberated Oir- 
land, but I say thatthe man who shook the Tow- 
er of London and thin wint about his business 
is worthy the respict av all New-York.” 

Gen. Millen was the first speaker. He devoted 
himself to an attempt to prove that the Irish 
discovered America before Co!umbus, and that 
the ruins ot the old town of Newport confirmed 
this theory, and that there were Celtic remains 
‘** upon the banks of the Potomac where George 
Washington roamed with his little hatchet.” 
George Washington, the speaker said, was a 
naturalized Irishman, and had joined the Fenian 
Brotherhood in Philadelphia during the Revolu- 
tion. Gen. Millen’s address was so frequently 
interrupted by a Fenian under the gallery that 
the audience shouted to have the offender put 
out, and there was an uproar that completely 
spoiled the effect of a beautiful ana eloquent 
sentence. 

The Fenians had been impatiently awaiting the 
arrival of Senator Riddleberger, and consequent- 
ly there was anxious interest. manifested when & 
telegram arrived. The sad man with the lon 
beard opened it and became several degrees sad- 
der. It was from the Senator from Virginia,’ 
and had evidently cost the Readjuster a Sabbath 
of literary toil, as the statement in the first sen- 
tence, combined with the fact that the dispatch 
was filed at 7:40 in Washington, would indicate. 

The dispatch was read by a badly-scared boy, 
who proved to be the Seoretary, as follows: 

“ This morning I had to abundon hope of compliance 
with my promise to be at your meeting. Any occasion 
commemorative of liberty 1s inviting to Americans, 
native and naturalized, who deserve to be called Amers 
icans. Werel at your meeting my sentiment would 
be a Americanism hout Knownothingism, and 
that Irishmen should be Americans without forgetti 
that there is an oppressdd Ireland. The cause of Iris 
independence I believe to be akin to the cause of 7ree- 
aom everywhere, and I believe it to be the duty of 
American-lrish to do their utmost for Irish national« 
ity and liberty. A people who give statesmen, histo« 
rians, poets, and literatures to grace every country in 
the world are entitled to govern themselves.” 

Prof. Mezzeroff, who had sat throughout the 
meeting in gloomy and savage silence, as befit- 
ted a Fenian of his sanguinary reputation, was 
received with wild applause when he rose to ad- 
dress his fellows. He was introduced by the sad 
man With the iong beard as ‘the great chemist 
of the Fenian Brotherhood, who sent his pupils 
all over Europes, to the Mahdi in the Soudan, and 
to Russia.”” Prof. Mezzeroff hoped that he might

/ not be considered egotistical if he said that he 


had been instrumenta) in giving to the people of 
Ireland an article of warfare more destructive 
than any ever brought out before. It was a 
wonder, he thought, that the‘peopie of Ireland 
didn’t eat Englishmen alive. 

“T have, said the speaker, reaching into the 
region of his coattails, “in my pocket a—” 
Everybody shuddered, fearing that the Profess- 
or was about to producea package of dyna- 
mite, and they breathed freely again when he 
continued—‘‘a scrap book in which | paste all 
articles relating to dynumite printed in this 
country or Europe.” He quoted his scrap 
book to prove that the universal ob- 
jection to dynamite was that it was 
used secretely. Then he quoted the Bible to 
show that David selected the weapon he chose to 
vases Goliah, and predicted that Ireland 
would deal likewise with England. Prof. Mez- 
zeroff declared that if Parnell would come to 
this country he would furnish him with the 
means to manufacture dynamite under the gal- 
lery in the halls of Parliament while the mem- 
bers were asleep. 

Resolutions were adopted that it “ Albert Ed- 
ward Guelph, commonly known as the Prince of 
Wales,”’ made his prospective tour te Ireland 
he be killed upon setting foot upon our soil, 
and then O’Donovan Rossa was called upon. 
He received an ovation such as is seldom ac- 
corded to any man’in New-York save John L. 
Sullivan in Madison-Square Garden. Mr. Rossa 
said that some people called him a great blower, 
but that all the powers of this or any other 
country could not prevent him from speaking 
his mind. He referred feelingly to the martyr- 
dom he had suffered on behalf of his fellow- 
countrymen, and alleged that if he could seize 
the flames of hell be wouid turn ther against 
the accursed power that was keeping Irishmen 
down. Hesat down amid thunders of applause, 
and half the audience escaped before the contri- 
bution box was passed.

terday morning from the deck of the hay barge 
Pennsylvania, lying in the East River at the 
foot of Eighteenth-street. The canalboat Mary 
and Maggie lay just outside the Pennsylvania, 
and the shouts awakened her Captain, who hur- 
ried up the little hatchway from his cabin and, 
boathook in hand, jumped over to the barge. 
Between the two vesseis a dark object was 
pointed out in the water b 
who had been doing the 
was the body of a man, and was secured 
after a great dealof exertion by the two meg, 
but life was extinct. The corpse was that of 
Edward Dougherty, 24 years of age, who lived 
with his parents at No. 601 East Sixteenth-street. 
His companion left on the arrival of the police, 
but it was learned that his name was John Heine, 
and that he lived at No. 553 East Sixteenth- 
street. He was 2 on suspicion of havin 
thrown Dougherty into tne water and was locke 
up. Heclaims that Dougherty fell overboard 
while jumping from one boat to the other. 

The body of Dougherty was examined by Cor- 
oner Messemer. He found a bruise about the 
size of a dollar on the forehead and another on 
the bridge of the nose. Neither of them were 
deemed sufficient to cause death, and either, the 
Coroner thought, might have been sustained in 
the fali beween the boa The only other evi- 
dence found against Heine was given by Mrs. 
John Smith, the wife of a saloon keeper living 
on the river bank at Eigbteenth-street. Shesays 
that an hour or two after midnight she heard 
screaming from off the riverand got up from her 
bed to look out the window, but that she could 
not see anything, owing to the heavy snowstorm. 

Jobn Heine is one of the crew of the schooner 
Almyra, which was yesterday morning anchored 
about 50 feet from shore, and just beyond the 
vessels already mentioned. Itis said to be cus 
tomary for the boatmen to sleep on the schooner 
at night when they have been carousing at um 
seasonable hours. Dougherty left a saloon ou 
the first floor of the tenement where he lived, 
about two hours before be was drowned, in com: 
pany with Heine. It is said that he had quar 
reled with his mother about going out a shor’, 
time previous, and announced his intention 0: 
not returning home till the next day. It iu 
thought probable that the two companions 
started to $4 aboard the schooner to sleep, and 
that Dougherty stumbled in the darkness.

EQUATORIAL AFRICA. 


©fHROUGH MASAILAND. A Journal of Explora- 

Say {= Fo the Snow-clad Volcanic Mcuntains 

and Strange Tribes of ca. 

By JoserH THOMSON. New-York and Boston:

Mr. Joseph Thomson holds a prominent 
position among African explorers. In his 
first journey to the Central African lakes 
he showed that he had exactly those ele- 
ments necessary to insure success. He 
who would penetrate into the wilds of 
Africa and stand face to face with what 
are very low types of humanity must have 
not only a fine physique, but must be en- 
dowed with pluck and no small amount of 
guile. More than these, he must possess 
that peculiar dispositiou best known as 
Mark Tapleyism. Confronting the most 
discouraging circumstances, he must 
always be hopeful. Itistrue that in the 
portion of Equatorial Africa where Mr. 
Thomson’s present travels took place he 
had not to combat the deadly influ- 
ences of the climate, but the native 
tribes, into whose country he penetrated, 
were the worst of savages. For the perfect 
barbarian, tricky and brutal, given ‘to 
theft and murder, no stronger type can 


be presented than the Masai, and worse 
than that, the Masai were aristocratic 
rascals, apparently brave, rather courting 
a fight than otherwise, well-sustained beef- 
eating savages, and possessed of fair weap- 
ons, and above all built like athletes. Be- 
fore making his preparations for a start 
into the Masai region Mr. Thomson must 
have indulged in a quiet smile when look- 
ing over his instructions. The gen- 
eral opinion of the African commit- 
tee of the Geographical Society, under 
whose auspices the expedition was under- 
taken, was that it should be a peaceful 
one. Members of the Exeter Hall way of 
thinking had sentimentally advised that 
the party should travel unarmed. Mr. 
Thomson is evidently not a very strong 
believer in ‘‘ moral suasion.” ‘* The gravity 
and risk of my undertaking I was begin- 
ning uncomfortably to realize, and every- 
thing seemed to point to the conclusion 
that each man must be armed with a gun 
or rifle if we were to have hope of getting 
over the threshold.” 

As early as 1847 Rebmann, a missionary, 
‘* weaponed with an umbrella,” had pene- 
trated some short distance into the coun- 
try. Smitten with the taste for African 
travel. later on, in 1849; Rebmann imag- 
ined thata longer journey was possible, 
but he was turned back. The same year 
Krapf made an expedition into Masdiland, 
his objective point being the snow-clad 
summit of Kilma Njaro, but whether he 
came nearit or not is as yet undecided. 
In 1851, armed with an umbrella, Krapf 
made another attempt and was stopped. 
Mr. Thomson gives due credit to these 
efforts, with “the Gamp” as a rallying 
standard, but very wisely does not 
believe in the efficiency of the: umbrella. 
Writing of Rebmann, he says: “It would 
seem, moreover, that he has now lost faith 
in the all-sufficiency of his umbrella, and 
has concluded that a measure of prudence 
is not inconsistent with an implicit trust 
in Providence.’’ Weare then of the opin- 
10n that missionaries in the future who 
would penetrate this particular part of 
Africa had better provide themselves with 
rifles and revolvers—that -is, if they want 
to convert the Masai. Speculating on the 
adventures which meet those daring white 
men who drive their way through the 
Dark Continent, the exact occurrences of 
each day, we are inclined to believe, are 
generally glossed over and no very accu- 
rate bills of mortality kept. 

Arriving at Zanzibar in January, 1883, 
Mr. Thomson made preparations for his 
poured With £3,000 granted him by the 

eographical Society, the object of the 
expedition was “the ascertaining if a 
practicable direct route for European 
travelers exists through the Masdi coun- 
try from any one of the East African 
ports to Victoria Nyanza and to examine 
Mount Kenia; to gather data for con- 
structing us complete a mapas possible 
in a preliminary survey, and to make 
all practicable observations regarding 
the meteorology, geology, natural 
history, and ethnology of the regions 
traversed.”” At Zanzibar Mr. Thomson 
learned that a German naturalist, - Dr. 
Fischer, who represented the Hamburg 
Geographical Society, was already en 
route endeavoring to penetrate the same 
regions for which he was bound. But 
Africa was apparently large enough, so 
Mr. Thomson thought, to permit of two 
expeditions without their interfering. 
Still it is worth noticing how active is 


at present the German efforts to 
spy out. this African land, with 
future ideas of colonization. These 


must be a great deal of ivory in this re- 
gion to be had very cheap, and Prussia 
wants elephant tusks, and has quite as 
much a right to buy them as England. 
At Zanzibar Mr. Thomson was fortunate 
in securing the services of a Maltese sailor, 
James Martin, who became his lieutenant, 
and from the very beginning to the end 
the chief of the expedition lauds the abil- 
ity, courage, and obedience of Martin. 

It was at Mombassa, on the coast, that 
the party was organized, consisting of 
some 113 porters, with servants, gun- 
bearers, and donkey boys. As every step 
through this savage land can only be se- 
cured by the means of payments, the 

orters carried beads, cloth, iron and 

rass wire, with the food, tents, and stores 
for the party. Thestart was made on the 
i5th of March, and of course trouble com- 
menced at once. There was every chance 
that the men would desert. At the be- 
ginning of the travel the natives in the 
country were not inimical to the Zan- 
zibar men, and would have harbored 
the deserters. It was necessary for 
Mr. Thomson to work forward as rapidly 
as possible, to burn his ships, in fact. for 
the porters would then have such a dread 
of the Masai that they would stick close 
to the column. Arriving at the Duruma 
country, which was somewhat of a desert 
region, on the fourth day rising ground 
was found, with occasional water. After 
shat came a wilderness, and the party suf- 
fered greatly for want of water. At lasta 
more hospitable region was reached, Mtei- 
ra, where rises the mountain Ndara. The 
Ndara Mr. Thomson climbed, and then 
visited an English missionary, a Mr. 
Wray, who held a cure of soulsthere. At 
Mteira Mr. Wray was met, and Mr. 
Thomson’s acquaintances with some of the 
peculiarities of African life at once com- 
menced. The Wa-teita men, who were to 
carry the cloth for the party, struck for 
higher wages, and a fight with bloodshed 
wasimminent. The war-cry was sounded 
and a scrimmage seemed inevitable, but 
Mr. Thomson’s good. management quelled 
the row. Describing the dress of a swell 
Mteira damsel, ‘‘a coating of castor oil and 
lampblack takes the place of real cloth- 
ing. ’ This pigment *‘ emits an aroma that 
gallantry compels me to call pleasing, but 
which as an ‘aside’ to the reader,” writes 
Mr. Thomson, “I confess is simply aw- 
ful,”” Around her neck the maiden carries 
some 30 pounds’ weight of telegraph wire. 
The marriage ceremony is peculiar. The 
girl is sold to her future husband for three 
or four cows. Then, the contract having 
been arranged, the girl runs off, to be 
caught by some of the friends of her be- 
trothed. The young lady is then taken by 
four men, who hold her by the arms and 
legs,shoulder high, and she is thus carried in 
triumph to her future husband’s hut. The 
women are in greater number than the 
men, and marriages not frequent, as cows 
are scarce. Unions between brothers and 
sisters sometimes occur, ‘‘ though the prac- 
tice is highly reprobated.” 

Proceeding onward, Mr. Thomson meets 
in an adjacent territory that annoying 
system of African blackmailing known as 
the “hongo.” From everv petty village 
the head man came forth and demanded 
tribute for passing through the town 
limits. Gamine now was plenty, and Mr. 
Thomson killed mathe, a giraffe, and 
azebra. On the 3lst of March the forests 
were met. It waslike passing from pur- 
gatory into Paradise. Water was in 
abundance. Taveta was.a halting place, 
_ where the porters of the :train: recovered 
their strength. Here preparations had to 
be made so as to get the beads and the

corporal punishment cannot on any ac- 
count be dispensed with if the traveler in- 
tends to be master of his caravan and not 
to be despised by_ his men as a coward and 
amilksop who dares not proceed to ex- 
treme measures.” Life at Taveta was de- 
lightful. Food was in abundance, fish, 
fowl, eges. mutton or goat, tomatoes, 
sweet potatoes, yams, mamoc, maize, su- 
gar cane, bananas, and vegetables of all 
kinds. It wasadelight to leave the dirt 
and filth of the Swahile village. and ‘to 
plunge into one of those ideal, leafy laby- 
rinths with which the popular imagina- 
tion inclines to clothe equatorial regions, 
but which the toil-worn African traveler 
so seldom sees.’”’ In these forests were the 
raphia, the wild date, all the flowering 
shrubs and ferns. Monkeys chattered on 
the limbs of the trees, and flocks of horn- 
bills flitted past. The people seemed to be 
inclined to agricultural pursuits, and 
were fairly honest. Though not numer- 
ous, the Wa-kwafi had aegood physique, 
andin their arboreal fastness could bid 
defiance to the much dreaded Masai. ‘Ta- 
veta will owe its importance in the time to 
come as the halting place where stores 
can be collected before entering into the 
Masai country. 

About south of Taveta, lies Lake Jipe, 
and to the northwest Mount Kilima-Njaro. 
The lake was easily reached, and was a 
shallow but beautiful expanse of water. 
The whole country here shows volcanic 
action. -Making various excursions from 
Taveta, an African Capua, some weeks 

assed when a caravan arrived returning 
rom the Masai country, and Mr. Thomson 
began to have an inkling of the troubles 
before him. ‘I acquired sufficient omi- 
nous information tomake any one not pos- 
sessed of a particularly sanguine tempera- 
ment despair of ever passing the threshold, 
or, at most, of getting many days beyord 
it.” Mr. Thomson explains fully his posi- 
tion. He had not sufficient men, had 
the certainty that there were trait- 
ors in his company, and was besides 
deficient in beads and cloth. The dangers 
of entering into the Masai country were 
not mere hearsay, because hardly any 
caravan had entered without loss of life; 
sometimes a whole party had been annihi- 
lated. Still he determined to push on, 
and Mandara, an impudent chief, was 
called on, who held what was. called 
“the door’ to Masailand. He was 
an aristocratic savage. He had but one 
oe but that was as fierce and flashing as 
that of an eagle. While the palaver was 
going on suddenly Mandara whistled. 
**Thinking he had discovered a snake in 
unpleasant proximity to my foot, I sudden- 
ly drew it back and began staring at the 
same place.’”’ For Mandara to whistle 
only meant surprise, and it was Mr. Thoin- 
son’s boots which astonished him. * Our 
interview, which turned out to be pleas- 
ant, was accompanied by continual ejec- 
tions of saliva, squirted with great skill 
between his teeth, and by a continual 
quaffing of beer.’’ To spit on a person, to 
be the recipient of some one else’s saliva, 
is considered as a high compliment in this 
country. Mr. Thomson tells further on 
how often he had to call on his salivary 
glands, and, the secretion not going all the 
way round at times, he had to hold some 
water in his mouth so as to keep up the 
needful supply. Kilima-Njaro was climbed 
in part, but it was found difficult to pene- 
trate above the forest belt. 

Mandara seemed at first to be a covetous 
fellow, and Thomson had to pay him 
roundly for services rendered. He was a 
chieftain with 2.000 fighting men and could 
have made it very disagreeable for our 
explorer. The journey was continued, 
when the unpleasant news was received 
that the Masai were eager for a fight. 

News came that Fischer, with 300 men, 
had had toturn aside. What was Thom- 
son to do with less than half that num- 
ber? While hesitating, the fact was con- 
firmed that the Masai had been holding a 
consultation and had concluded to send a 
deputation to the advancing caravan. 
Presently from the forest came a musical 
chant. ‘'homson’s party seized their arms 
in one hand and a tuft of grass in the 
other. Was it peace or war the Masai 
wanted? ‘“ Passing through the forest we 
soon set our eyes upon the dreaded 
warriors that had been so long the subject 
of our waking dreams, and I could not but 
involuntarily exclaim, ‘What splendid 
fellows!’ as I surveyed a band of the most 
peculiar race of men to be found in all 
Africa.”” Armed with great shovel-headed 
spears and! protected by bullock hide 
shields, bedaubed with oil and clay, they 
were magnificent specimens of black hu- 
manity. Then a spokesman, taking a 
knobkerry, or native club, phrased his 
oratory with this weapon as chef d’or- 
chestre leads his performers with his 
baton. A reply came from the 
interpreter of Thomson’s party, and 
some kind of permission was granted 
for the caravan to proceed. The Masidi in- 
dulged in none of the obtrusive, vulgar in- 
quisitiveness or aggressive impertinence 
which makes the traveler’s life a burden 
to him among the native tribes. The 
Masai had a present given them and were 
so far well behaved. On the 3d of May the 
Rubicon was passed. Animal life was 
found in abundance. It was an African 
hunter’s paradise; here were the buffalo, 
the rhinoceros, herds of zebras, ostriches, 
hartbeests, and wart hogs. Between the 
two nations of the Masai and Wa-chaga 
there was war to the death, but by a 
treaty the women of both sides could 
go about unhurt and without protection. 
Accordingly many women wereseen. Soon 
the news of the arrival spread, and the 
Masai men and women crowded the camp. 
The women were slender and well shaped. 
Their expression was ladylike (for 
natives.) Obviously they felt they were 
a superior race, and that all others were 
but slaves beforethem. The warrior caste, 
the El-Moran, presently put in an appear- 
ance, and marched forth in military style. 
They were evidently fellows who were not 
to be fooled with. At once “ hongo”’ was 
insisted on. Their demands were exorbi- 
tant, but had to be met with.. The El-Mo- 
ran put down spear and buckler, and 


repared for a _ scramble for the 
eads and wire, and behaved like 
brutes, tearing strings of beads 


from one another. When a cloth garment 
was in the clutches of two of them then 
the matter was serious. They fought like 
dogs over a bone. Party after party came. 
After the warriors the married men had to 
be supplied, then the medicine men, and 
after that the unmarried women. Mr. 
Thomson had to submit to having his per- 
son examined. How a white man was made 
was an object of research. The inquisi- 
tiveness of the Masai took the form of 
brutality. Mr. Thomson resisted, and 
some one drew a simé or native sword 
and made alunge at him. Then an axe 
was stolen and a general fight was threat- 
ening. Peace was restored, but this was 
a foretasie of what might be expected. 
The affray with the Fischer party had 
fired the minds of the natives. The 
demands made for hongo had diminished 
sensibly the means of the party. Mr. 
Thomson was in doubt as to the good faith 
of Muhinna and Sadi, his interpreters. If 
there was to be a fight, and the country 
ahead was swarming with Masdi only too 
ready to rob and murder the party, it 
looked as if the ends of the Geographical 
Society would come to nothing. Very 
wisely Mr. Thomson ordered a retrograde 
movement and a return to Taveta. Per- 
haps, like Mr. Micawber, ‘something 
would turn up later,” so the party backed 
out of their perilous condition, and on the 
12th of May found their base Taveta with 
whole skins. 

At Taveta more beads, wire cloth, and 
stores were to be had. Men were muti- 
nous and wanted to be led back to the 
coast, but a series of prompt punishments 
restored order. Mr. Thomson returned to 
Monrbassa to recruit. Going back to 
Taveta, where he had left Martin, he found 
the camp there in excellent condition. 
Mandara had behaved well, and had sup- 

lied food in abundance. But what was 

est, something had turned up. A 
noted coast trader, Jumba Kimameta, 
had reached Taveta, had passed a 
short distance beyond, and was re- 

uitin preparatory to a_ start 
for M and. Here was Mr. Thomson’s 
chance. At once Jumba’ was found, and 
the two forces were united, and Jumba 
proved to be a very reliable man. Man- 
dara was rewarded with a sc pre! of a 
very much coveted galvanic battery, and 
soon the whole pa were once more en 
rouve, though the Jumba caravan were 
rather'inclined to moveslowly. Soon the 
Masai warriors were met. Mr. Thomson 
cannot help but expatiate on the cool- 
ness of these savages. Though they 
were murderers and robbers they seemed

Mr. Thomson’s stock in 
trade of magical implements consisted of 
seidlitz powders, whose effervescence al- 
ways bewildered the biacks and a set of 
false teeth in hisown mouth. Taking out 
his two front teeth and replacing them 
again always was Homensely. effective, 
But having insisted once that he could un- 
screw his nose and put it in place again 
and his being asked to do it brought him 
almost to grief. With a pair of kid gloves 
many wonderful things were accom- 
plished, however. 

Passing through the most dangerous 
part of the Masii country the party were 
constantiy on the alert. The Masi were 
the coolest of thieves, and stole ‘whatever 
they could put their hands on. The lakes 
Navasha gnd Na Kuro were passed, and 
finally Lake Baringo was reached. Mount 
Kenia, lying some distance to the east, 
was placed, and finally the shore of Vic- 
toria Nyanza at Seremba and Massala was 
struck by the plucky Scotchman. De- 
scribing Mount Kenia, Mr. Thomson 
writes: 

“Kenia was to me what the sacred stone of 
Mecca is to the faithful who have wandered in 
distant lands, surmounting perils and hardships 
that they might but kiss or see the hallowed ob- 
ject, and then, if it was God’s will,die, We were 
now at an altitude of 5,700 feet. which may be 
taken as the general level of the plain from 
which Mount Kenia rises. Kenia itself is ciear- 
ly of volcanic origin, and may be considered to 
be the counterpart of the Kimawenzi peak of 
Kilima-Njaro. Unlike Kilima-Njaro, its volcanic 
forces have not changed their focus of activity, 
and hence it now stands asasimpleand individual 
cone. Uptoaheicht of 15,000 feet, (9.000 feet 
above the plain,) the angle of the slope is ex- 
tremely low, being in fact only between 10° and 
12°, a tact which would seem to show that the 
lavas ejected must have been in a much more 
liquid condition than those of Kilima-Njaro. 
* * * At an elevation of over 15,000 feet the 
mountain suddenly springs at a high angle into 
a sugar-loaf peak, which adds a further height 
of about 3,400 feet. * * * Asat Kilima-Njaro, 
nature has appropriately woven for its grim 
head a soft crown of eternal snow, the cool, 
calm shining of which is at once a wonderful 
contrast and a strange close to the mountain's 
fiery history.” 

Mr. Thomson's observations of the hab- 
its and customs of some of the tribes he 
passes through are very curious. The 
training of a Masdi lad to be a warrior 
has its peculiarities. He is dieted. So 
many days he drinks milk. Then, when 
entering into the fighting fraternity, he 

urges himself and lives on nothing but 
beef A bullock is killed, a vein is opened, 
and he gorges himself with blood. Then 
the warriors devour the meat, and a 
half dozen, men will eat the bullock 
in a few days. Now he returns to 
his kraal to milk again. When he is 
married, he fights no more. As a married 
man he even suffers certain indignities, 
for he has to wear his wife’s raiment, 
what little there is of it, che a certain 
time. His character of bully is lost to him 
forever. He may enjoy himself in remem- 
bering the porters he has killed, but now 
he is a good, peaceful fellow. ‘*He would 
even at times exercise a friendly guardian- 
ship of passing traders; he has been known 
even to protect strayed porters, and tend 
sick men left behind,’ He is no longera 
lion, but a lamb.

The Century was worth waiting for. In 
nowise doesit disappoint the expectations 
that were heightened by the five days’ de- 
lay in its appearance. Admiral Porter’s 
narrative of the operations in the Lower 
Mississippi is, of course, its great feature. 
Besides the portraits of Farragut. Porter, 
and Gen. Butler it has maps, plans, and 
pictures approaching 380 in number. The 
portrait of Butleris from a photograph 
made in 1864, and shows him seated on a 


stool in his tent, wearing a long coat and 
military cap and his feet dressed in slip- 
pers. It is as interesting as anything in 
the magazine. Mr. Cable’s record of his 
observations in New-Orleans before the 
capture is brief and vivid. His account of 
“one of the bravest deeds he ever saw 
done’”’ must be quoted: 

“And now the rain came down in sheets. 
About lor2 o’clock in the afternoon, (as I re- 
member,) I being again in the store with but one 
door ajar, came a roar of shoutings and impreca- 
tions and crowding feet down Common-street, 
‘Hurrah for Jeff Davis! Hurrah for Jeff Davis! 
Shoot them! Killthem! Hang them!’ I locked 
the door on the outside and ran to the front of 
the mob, bawling with the rest,* Hurrah for 
Jeff Davis!’ About every third man there had a 
weapon out. Two officers of the United States 
Navy were walking abreast, unguarded and 
alone, looking not to right or left, never trown- 
ing, never flinching, while the mob screamed in 
their ears, shook cocked pistols in their faces, 
cursed and crowded and gnashed upon them. So 
through the gates of death those two’ men 
walked to the City Hall to demand the town’s 
surrender. It was one of the bravest deeds I 
ever saw done.” 

Another article of note is Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt’s ‘‘ Phases of State Legislation,” 
which contains amusing anecdotes as well 
as valuable suggestions. While writing of 
the darker side of life at Albany. he does 
not write in a pessimistic way. The arti- 
cle, in fact, gives grounds for hope of bet- 
ter days there. <An ‘‘Open Letter,” by 
Mr. Edward P. Clark, discusses, with in- 
telligence and a marked absence of polit- 
ical prejudice, the causes which produced a 
“solid South” and the causes which are 
likely now to lead to its disappearance. 
Very amusing and very quaintly illustrated 
is the short story contributed by Col. John- 
stone: ‘‘The Meditations of Mr. Archie 
Kittrell.” 

The frontispiece of Harper is the prom- 
ised portrait of Lincoln, showing the face 
clean shaven throughout. It is not a 
pleasing picture, though a strong, sad, 
and interesting one. Dr. Russell’s account 
of the Prince of Wales’ house at Sandring- 
ham studiously avoids everything not 
complimentary to the Prince and ‘lugs 
in’ much thatis. It is more a courtier’s 
article than a magazinist’s. The income 
of the Prince is about $500,000 a year, a 
sufficiently comfortable sum, an Amer- 
ican would say, even for a Prince, 
but it in nowise awes Dr. Russell 
with its absurdity. It simply enables 
the Prince “ to maintain his establishments 
becomingly, and to meet expenses in the 
form of subscriptions to pubhe institutions, 
charities, public and private, of the 
magnitude, variety, and extent of which 
none who have not had occasion to know 
can form the least conception.’”’ When 
Dr. Russell is not apologetic after this 
seemingly effective manner, he burns in- 
cense with your true English reverence 
und want of lucidity. Had he told the 
public all he knew of the Prince and his 
home, as it is commonly the business of 
the magazinist to do, his article would 
have been extremely entertaining. As it 
stands, however, it is a disappointment. 
There is so much suppression and re- 
straint. The announcement of it prom- 
ised more than is realized in its appear- 
ance. 

The Atlantic continues its even and 
steady progress through the year, with 
its strong fiction team, its four-in-hand, so 
to speak—Miss Murfree’s ‘‘ Prophet of the 
Great Smoky Mountain,’”’ Miss Jewett’s 
** Marsh Island,’’ Mrs. Oliphant’s ‘* Country 
Gentleman,” and Dr. Holmes’s ‘* New 
Portfolio.” For fiction this magazine goes 
through the year with its colors high 
and fluttering, but otherwise it con- 
tinues rather unreadable for eople 
who are not literary by profession 
or as dilettanti, though an exception 
may be made in the case of ** An Unclassi- 
fied Philosopher,”’ by L. D. Story. A very 
curious and original person is this philoso- 
pher, who believes that this earth is an 
animal. In Dr. Holmes’s contribution ap- 
pears a poem, * The Old Song,” which was 
written in January last and “listened to 
by the scanty remnant of what was a large 
and brilliant circle of classmates and 
friends.’’ Three of its stanzas are these: 

“ Our heads with frosted locks are white, 
Our roofs are thatched with snow, 
But red, in chilling Winter’s spite, 
Our hearts and hearthstones glow.

Lippincott has no illustrations — this 
nionth; it had none last month, in fact;

number had an excellent opportunity to 
employ illustrations. This article is onthe 
Confederate flag. It relates the history of 
that banner from authentic records. Be- 
cause of the numerous designs sent in for 
this flag and the subsequent changes made 
some illustrations would have been very 
interesting. The first Confederate flag was 
made by ladies within one or two hours 
after the design was adopted. No bunting 
was at hand, and hence merino was used. 
“ Studies in a Lake Port,”’ by Charles Burr 
Todd, is an excellent statement of plain 
and striking facts, work in which Mr. Todd 
has genuine talent. 

The Portfolio for March contains two 
etchings—* Low Tide in the Channel,” by 
Massé, after Hagborg, and Mr. Raillon’s 
“The Chantry of the Black Prince in 
Canterbury Cathedral.’”’ Neither of these 
works is very inspiriting, the tirst show- 
ing acertain hardness of outline and the 
second the monotony of architectural 
work. Though somewhat loth to find 
fault with the Portfolio as an exponent of 
the etcher’s art, the work presented in it 
is not to-day up to the high standard of 
former years. A reproduction of Albert 
Diirer’s ‘Christmas Day” is uaint- 
ly charming. Below, adjacent to the 
cow stable, kneels the Virgin er while 
Joseph drawing water from a well fills a 
narrow-mouthed vessel from a bucket. 
Away above, on a hanging sign, is the 
Diirer monogram, and on the jutting out 
crosspiece is perched a queer little bird. 
When Dtirer issued these half sheets he 
sold them 20 for a florin, which was about 
2 cents each. Julia Cartwright contributes 
an interesting article, entitled ‘“The Tomb 
and Chantry of the Black Prince at Can- 
terbury,” Mr. Monkhouse ‘‘ Mr. Dicksee’s 
Illustrations to Romeo and Juliet,” and 
W. Watkins Lloyd “The Drama of the 
Greeks in Relation to the Arts.”’ 

The three numbers of L’ Art for Jan- 
uary and February contain among the 
most notable etchings Emile Burand's 
copy of Velasquez’s portrait of Pone Inno- 
cent X., Felix Jaskinki’s ** La Béte a la 
Bon Dieu’ of Alfred Stevens and a 
Teniers, ‘‘ The Smokers,’’ admirably etched 
by Rihr. The last is certainly the best of 
all the etchings. A number of Ringel’s 
medallions are shown in the numbers 
under notice, and one of Chevreul 
is remarkable for its vigor. A very curi- 
ous fac simile is presented of ‘The Fount- 
ain of Youth’ taken from a mural paint- 
ing of the fifteenth century. M. Husten 
writes an appreciative article on Bastien 
Lepage, with a portrait of the artist drawn 
by himself. ‘'his paper is a valuable one, 
as it contains numerous sketches of Bas- 
tien Lepage, showing his method of draw- 


ing. 

The leading paper in the Magazine of 
American Ristory is Mrs. Lamb’s account 
of ‘*The Framers of the Constitution,” 
which is illustrated profusely from rare 
portraits. 


The Popular Science Monthly opens with 
a forcible paper by Prof. Laughlin, of 
Harvard, on the study of political econ- 
omy asa discipline of the mind. He con- 
tinues the same subject in the Atlantic, 
where he writes of the need in our colleges 
for further and better instruction. A 
rey in the Popular Science by R. W. 

Zdis on the internal arrangement of town 
houses is full of practical and wise sugges- 
tions, although written for English readers 
and applying to English houses. 

Wide Awake is as bright and wholesome 
as ever. The main article, in point of 
length and illustrations, is ‘‘ The Gypsies,”’ 
by oye Hartwell Catherwood. ‘*‘ When 
I was a Boy in China,’ by Yan Phou Lee, 
is short, but itis taking. 

The Catholic World maintains its reputa- 
tion as arepository of some of the strongest 
and most original magazine writing of the 
day. The Rey. A. F. Hewit concludes his 
short series on ‘‘ Carlyle as Prophet,” a re- 
markably liberal, even sympathetic, series, 
and Mr. Charles De Kay contributes an ex- 
tended paper on ‘“ The ‘Old Filés’ of Tre- 
land.”’ A filé was ‘poet, author, histo- 
rian, something of a lawyer, and a good 
deal of a courtier.”’ 

Outing is enlarged this month and has a 
new cover. The pages number 128, or 26 
more than Lippincott’s and within 20 of 
Harper’s. The rapid growth of this peri- 
odical is one of the very striking things to 
be noted in the magazine business of re- 
cent years. The present number is ex- 
tremely interesting and able. 

Considerable space is given in the April 
number of the Magazine of Art to Albert 
Moore and his works. r. Moore is not 
an Academician, but among the highest 
class of English collectors this artist’s 
works are eagerly sought for. Mr. Moore 
is imbued with the spirit of classicism 
and makes the Athenian of the time of 
Pericles perform many of the actions of 
the present day. A woodcut _ enti- 


tled ‘‘The Quartet’? shows the draped 
Greeks performing on modern cre- 
mona violins and ’oellos, while a 


double bass reclines at length on a shelf. 
Mr. Monkhouse says of Albert Moore; ‘‘ He 
is Greek * * * in the spirit of his art. 
He seeks for beauty in the first place, and 
the beauty which he sees around him. He 
is Greek also in his choice of expressing 
himself greatly, if not mainly, in form by 
accurate and delicate modeling—a sculp- 
tor almost as much as a painter.” A study 
of drapery in sanguine, found in the pres- 
ent number, conveys a good idea of Mr. 
Moore’s method of treatment. Mr. Heath 
has an article on fashions in waists, 
fully illustrated by sketches of 
costumes of various periods. The other 
contributions tothe present number are 
“The Older London Churches,” ‘‘Some 
Venetian Knockers,” “The Artist in Cor- 
sica,’”’ ** Profiles from the French Renais- 
sance,’’ and a most interesting note on 
.Gainsborough. The Art Magazine has made 
a notable departure from tie ordinary 
methods of a periodical deVoted to art 
alone by publishing from time to time 
verses by distinguished English poets, and 
in the present number is one of exceeding 
quaintness by Austin Dobson.

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DEATH OF GEN. W. W. LYNDE. 

From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican, March 28, 

Gen. William W. Lynde died suddenly at 
his home on Western-avenue, in Brattieborough, 
Vt., yesterday. He was about his business dur- 
ing the forenoon and after éinner as usual, but 
was taken sick about 1 o’clock, and died of apo- 
plexy an hourandahalf afterward. About seven 
years ago Gen. Lynde was seriously injured 


about the head in a railroad accident, from 
which he never fully recovered. He was born 
in Guilford in 1829 and educated at Melrose 
Academy, in West Brattleborough. Before and 
after the war he kept a country store at Marl- 
borough,which town be represented in the Legis- 
lature in 1860, 1861, 1868, and 1869, and from 187z to 
1878. Hewas State Senator in 1870 and 1871 and 
Quartermaster-Genera! of the State from 1870 to 
1874. He recruited Company I of the Eighth 
Vermont Volunteers at Newfane, and served in 
the army as Captain from 1861 to 1863. He went to 
Brattleborough about six years ago, where he 
has since been in the flourand grain business. He 
was generally known throughout the State and 
ae eateemed. He leaves a widow and one 
daughter. The funeral will take place Sunday 
mening at 10 o’clock, and the burial will follow 
at Marlborough.

The disastrous encounter of Major 
CROZIER’S mounted police with Rrex and 
his followers has quickened the military 
preparations of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, and in Quebec, Montreal, Ot- 
tawa, Toronto, and smaller _ cities 
troops are awaiting marching orders, 
and, as our dispatches show, are very 
impatient to be in the field.

Senators at Albany in behalf of some kind 
of an agreement with the present Gov- 
ernor for filling the various offices which 
the legislation of 1883 was intended to 
vacate or to create. It has been said that 
these, together with the position of Health 
‘Officer of the Port, soon to become va- 
cant, were to be the subject of some 
kind of deal for a division of the 
spoils. The premature ventilation of this 
plan has led some of the Senators 
supposed to be concerned in it to deny its 
existence. But there is a bill pending in 
the Senate, introduced by Mr. Grsss, 
amending the act of 1883 ‘‘ to secure an 
improved administration of alien immi- 
gration” in a way that looks like an effort 
to secure a division of the spoils. This 
provides for the appointment of two 
Commissioners of Immigration instead 
of one, one from each political party, 
who, with the President of the Ger- 
man Society of this city and the Pres- 
ident of the Irish Emigrant Society, shall 
constitute the Board of Immigration. 
They are to have salaries of $5,000 each 
and the appointment of two deputies, 
with the same compensation provided for 
in the act of 1883. The Presidents of the 
societies named are members of the 
present board, but constitute a minor- 
ity, whereas under the pending bill 
they would constitute one-half of 
it and might destroy the proposed politic- 
al balance. But a board of this kind ought 
not to have an avowedly political char- 
acter, and our experience with ‘ non-par- 
tisan” boards formed by an equal political 
division of their membership has not been 
favorable either to efficiency or a non- 
partisan character. 


It would be unbecoming and improper 
either by legislation or by a bargain over 
appointments to endeavor to carry out 
any division of spoils affecting the offices 
connected with the port of New-York. 
It would be sure to result in the selection 
of the officers on party grounds and not 
on the ground of their fitness for 
the duties to be performed. The 
Governor and the Senate have each 
a separate responsibility in this mat- 
ster, and each should exercise it with 
a view to the promotion of the public in- 
terests.

WAR AND TRADE. 


The probable effect of a war between 
Russia and England is so complicated: a 
question that anything like a definite 
opinion upon it can hardly be hazarded. 
Much would depend, obviously, upon 
whether the war were confined to these 
two powers, upon its duration, upon the 
extent and locality of the operations, 
and upon the degree of success gained by 
England, the chief commercial nation. 
But there are certain considerations that 
ought to be carefully kept in mind by those 
whose interests are or may be affected by 
such an event, and especially by those 
who may be tempted into speculation with 
reference to it. 

The general opinion that a war in 
Europe-would give a period of high prices 
and active business in the United States 
rests more or less vaguely on the notion 
that it would make a larger demand for 
food products while diminishing the sup- 
ply. This is measurably true, though the 
conclusion favorable to general prosperity’ 
usually drawn from it is by no means 
without qualification. The amount of 
food consumed by armies in war time is 
greater than that consumed by the same 
number of men in time of peace, because 
there is always very considerable waste, 
but the increase is hardly enough to 
materially affect the demand. On the 
other hand, the reduction in the supply 
due to the withdrawal of the armies in 
large part from productive labor would 
be an important factor in the market price 
of food products. In case of a war be- 
tween Russia and. England the effect 


would be directly felt in this country, be- 


cause the Russian wheat and grazing 
fields are competitors with our own in the 
markets of the world. But it would be 
easy toexaggerate this influence. In the 
first place, it must be remembered that 


not only the food supplies, but all other 


supplies, of which the cost in a severe 
even though short struggle would be 
enormous must be paid for. The 
money must come either from tax- 
ation or loans, and by both the money 


available for the purchase of other goods 


is diminished. In the case of England, 
where the loans would take the form of 
perfectly trustworthy securities, the effect 
would be relatively slight. The extended 


and varied use of credit in that country 


would spread the effect over a consider- 


able period. But it would unquestion- 
abiy make itself felt, and would tend de- 
cidedly to counteract the stimulating in- 


fluence of, the added demand for food 
products,

In England this capital would be fur- 
nished freely to the Government on the 
bare security of the absolutely stainless 
faith of the nation, and this force would 
be aided by the spirit of loyalty which is 
very powerful and active in the classes 
having money to lend, whether in large 
or small amounts, among all English- 
speaking races, as was shown in a 
striking manner in our own war. 
As to Russian loans, capital would 
be attracted from other sources by the 
very large concessions made necessary 
by the state of Russian finances. The 
paper currency of Russia is already worth 
but 55 per cent. of par. Heavy loans, if 
made necessary, would have to be placed 
at practically lower figures, so that the 
net income from investments in them 
would be very tempting in the face of all 
risks as to ultimate prices. Nor would 
these loans, either English or Russian, 
be the only formidable competitors with 
American securities for available European 
capital. The preparations for war and 
war expenditures would give a great 
stimulus to all trades connected with the 
furnishing of supplies, and these would 
attract much capital. 

On the whole it is prudent to infer that 
the immediate beneficial influence of a 
war in Europe, should it occur, upon our 
trade would be uncertain both as to area 
and duration, while the general influence 
through any long period would undoubt- 
edly be adverse. War is destruction, and 
in an economic sense it is in the long run 
always and wholly injurious. It checks 
what is the basis of all commercial and 
financial prosperity, peaceful and orderly 
and secure production, and it is fruitful 
in many and subtle ways of disturbance 
and derangement in which speculation 
runs rife and in which fortunes are some- 
times made. But speculation of this sort 
differs from legitimate business in one 
radical regard. In the latter all parties 


In the former whatever fortunes are 
made by some must come from corre- 
sponding losses‘by others. 








THE NEW-ORLEANS EXPOSITION. 


Only about two months remain of the 
great World’s Fair at New-Orleans, Thus 
far the number of visitors has fallen far 
below that which the merit of the Exhibi- 
tion ought to attract. For a long time 
after the opening the management la- 
bored under many difficulties and em- 
barrassments, and the reports which 


encouraging. The disposition to crit- 
icise the drawbacks which resulted 
the difficulties of the under- 
taking and the inadequate means at 
the command of those having it in charge, 
somewhat interfered with a fair appre- 
ciation of what had been done. The time- 


ago freed the management from its finan- 
cial troubles and put the enterprise on a 
secure basis. By that time, too, it had 
overcome the defects due to the long 
process of getting everything into com- 
plete working order. The railroads were. 
slow to respond to the demand for cheap 
excursion rates, but were finally brought 
to an agreement which was fairly 
satisfactory. For some weeks every- 
thing has been complete, and perfect 
order seems to have taken the place of the 
jarring discords which for a time marred 
the success of the Exposition. We have 
closely watched the progress of its af- 
fairs as daily chronicled by the New-Or-. 
leans.press and looked for evidence of an 
increase in the:number of visitors propor- 
tioned to the excellence of the display. But. 
the daily receipts at the gates generally 
fall below $5,000, indicating that the num- 
ber of visitors rarely exceeds 10,000. It 
ought to be much greater and probably 
would be if the real attractions of the 
place were fully understood. 


During the two months that remain the 
South will be in its fullest bloom. Its 
climate will be balmy and enticing and 
free from the discomfort which comes 
with Summer. The Exhibition grounds 
and their floral accessories will present 
attractions gathered from all parts of the 
semi-tropical and even the {tropical lati-. 
tudes, brought together as they have 
probably never been elsewhere. The Ex- 
hibition itself, in its most important feat- 
ures, far excels anything ever before seerf 
on this continent, and surpasses in interest 
for Americans anything in the shape of a 
world’s fair ever held. While it does 
not equal some other expositions in 


the: display of works of art and of the 
highest, technical skill from different 


countries, it is far in advance of all 
others in the exhibition of the natural re- 
sources, the capabilities, and the indus- 
tries of the American continent. In these 


features lie its highest value and its great- 


est interest. It would probably surprise 
some of our readers to compare the 
spaces occupied by our several States and 
Territories in the display of their natural 
and industrial products with those of the 


Centennial Exhibition of 1876. In the 


aggregate the former exceed the latter 
about fifteen times, and in very few cases 
is the proportion less than ten to one. 
The array of contributions from the 


States and Territories grouped about the 
United States exhibit in the Government 


Building is marvelous in its variety and 
completeness and well worth a visit to 
New-Orleans from the remotest part of 


the country to see, 


There is a special interest in the display 


hardly represented at all at Philadelphia, 
ewhile here they make a revelation that 
never fails to astonish the visitor and to 
give him a new idea of the industrial 
possibilities of the South. The illustra- 
tion of their great special industry of cot- 
ton raising and of those allied with it is 
wholly unique and most instructive. One 
may see under the same vast roof every 
process from the raising of the plant to 
the finishing of the finest fabric made from 
the cotton fibre. Next to the collective 
displays of the States in extent and com- 
pleteness comes that of Mexico, a country 


‘the closest commercial relations. Its re- 
sources and industries are set forth as they 
never were before, and as they are not 
likely to be again in the present genera- 
tion. Even the other Spanish-American 
countries, those of Central and South 
America, are represented to more than 
three times the extent that they were at 
Philadelphia. Nowhere but at the me- 
tropolis of the Gulf probably could the 
same display be got together of the re- 
sources and products of the Spanish- 
American countries, 

We have mentioned only those special 
features of the Exposition which give it a 
peculiar interest for the people of this 
country and which are not likely to be re- 
produced with the same fullness in our 
time. There ought to be from this time 
on alarger stream of visitors from the 
North to the New-Orleans Exposition. 
They will find the city attractive, the ac- 
commodations for strangers ample, the 
people hospitable and not ‘‘on the make,” 
and will be repaid as they cannot be by 
spending an equal length of time in any 
other way for a long while to come. What- 
ever may be the immediate financial out- 
come of the enterprise it ought fully to 
serve its higher purposes, not the least 
of which is to bring about a better under- 
standing and a closer sympathy between 
the sections of the Union once so widely 
estranged. 








THE SOUDAN’S POLICE. 


“Tf I were Prime Minister,” said an 
English -officer on the Belooch-Afghan 
border some years ago, ‘* instead of wast- 
ing our men in fighting these hill clans 
I'd offer a bounty for every Afghan head 
brought in, and then all the border tribes 
would exterminate each other, and the 
last man would come in carrying his own 
head in one hand and holding out the 
other for the money.” This ingenious 
method of pacification has not been tried 
yet, but the ‘‘ bounty system” in a more 
moderate form is working remarkably 
well in the same region. When England 
first occupied the Bolan Pass the raids of 
the Marri mountaineers (the Albanians 
of the Afghan frontier) made it impossi- 
ble to send even a letter through it with- 
out a strong escort. On the principle of 





‘ “set a thief to catch a thief” the Anglo- 


Indian Government bestowed the guard-. 
ianship of the defile and its attendant 
salary upon an old Beloochi chief named 
ALLAH-UD-DEEN, (God of the Faith,) 
whom any recent traveler to Quetta will 
remember as the most unscrupulous ruf- 
fian and the most shameless beggar in all 
the region round about, and the happy 
father of fifty or sixty sons fully worthy of 
him in both respects. But this nice old 
gentleman has certainly earned his money, 
as is shown by the splendid military road 
begun through the Bolan Pass under his 
_protection in January, 1882. 

The same system might be adopted with. 
advantage in the Soudan, in one district 


-of which it has already been tried with 


marked success. Any newcomer from 
Europe who should enceunter midway 
through the Nubian Desert, between Ko- 
rosko and Abu-Hamed, a band of gaunt, 
half-clad Ababdeh Arabs, whose small, 
deep-set, wolfish eyes peer from a bristling: 


,mass of ivory skewers intertwined with 
‘thin curls of coarse black hair, would. 
doubtless. find it hard to believe that 


these wild-looking savages, renowned as 
the fiercest cutthroats of the wilderness, 
could really be its salaried policemen. 
Yet these very men have for years past 
been subsidized to guard the caravan 
route across poor Gen. GoRDON’s famous 
**short cut,” and have, on the whole, 
done their work very well. 


The plan that has answered so well in 


| peace might be even more effective in 


war, could England borrow from Russia 
the dexterity with which Gen. IGNATIEFF 
played off against each other the various 
khanates of Central Asia. Between. 
Suakin and the Abyssinian frontier lies a 
powerful Arab tribe whose boasted descent 
from SOLOMON is commemorated in their 
title of Beni Amir (sons of the King.) No 
love is lost between them and the stal- 
wart Bishareen spearmen who hold the 
Nubian Desert from Suakin to Abu- 
Hamed, and comb their hair straight up 
from the crown in haughty assertion of 
their superiority. Both are equally hos- 
tile to the Hadendowas—lying in the 
southwestern district of Kassala, whose 
capital they have vainly besieged fora year 
past—while the Nestorian Christians of 
Abyssinia hate all three with a fine 
orthodox heartiness of abhorrence. Amid 
so many jarring elements a few well ap- 
lied subsidies and a little skillful diplomacy 
might easily kindle a war that would 
leave the British bayonets little to do. 








BLUE SPIRITS. 


The recent use of aniline blue in con- 
nection with spirit manifestations has 
been warmly received by the opponents 


of Spiritualism. A spirit that had 


emerged from the usual cabinet where 


the medium lay entranced was rudely 
sprinkled with aniline blue by a wicked 
skeptic. The spirit retreated to the cabi- 
net, and on investigation it was found 


that the medium’s cheek was dyed a deep 
blue. From this coincidence the op- 


ponents of Spiritualism are now joyfully 
arguing that the alleged spirit was not a 
spirit at all, but only the medium dis- 
guised; and it is claimed that no medium 


will hereafter try to personate a spirit 


through fear that he will be dyed blue 


and his dishonesty thereby exposed. 
It will, of course, be asserted by earnest 


Spiritualists that the mere fact that the 
medium was found with his cheek dyed 
proves nothing. As is well known, a 
spirit, in order to be visible, must clothe 
itself with material particles taken from 
the body of the medium, which particles 
are returned to their owner when the 
show—that is to say the manifestation— 
isover. If aspirit meets with an acci- 
dent while wearing the medium’s body, 
and the body is thereby stained with blue 
or any other color, it is not the spirit’s 
business to wash it before returning it. 
All bodies borrowed by spirits are at the 
risk of their owners, and the latter must 
expect that some little wear and tear 
will happen, especially in cases where a

-it out under the arms or across the back, 
Still, it must be confessed that this argu- 
ment will have ‘little effect. upon unbe- 
ievers, who will continue to maintain 
that if a medium shows the mark of ani- 
line blue that has been sprinkled on an al- 
leged spirit he is an impostor. This con- 
viction cannot be removed by anything 
the Spiritualists can say, and mediums 
who are wise will take measures to avoid 
any possible future complications with 
aniline blue, 

This can readily be done by permitting 
only blue spirits to materialize. We 
know on the authority of SHAKESPEARE 
that there are blue spirits, and it is plain 
that aniline blue would make no mark on 
them. Of course in order to provide 
blue spirits with a temporary blue body it 
would be necessary for the medium to 
paint himself blue. Were he to do 
this, and to exhibit only blue ghosts, 
the malice of the sprinklers of aniline 
blue would be brought to naught. In 
case, however, any attempt should be 
made to dye blue spirits black or yellow it 
would be well for every spirit to carry a 
damp sponge in its pocket and to wipe: 
away any coloring matter that wicked, 
men might throw at it.

HOW HE ENTERED THE UNION ARMY—HIS 
ACQUAINTANCE WITH E. B, WASHBURNE, 
Correspondence of the Salem (Mass.) Gazette, 

_ Ihave thought that a few anecdotes oi 
Gen. Grant which have from time to time beer 
related to me during a long residence in Galeng 
might not be uninteresting to your readers, A 
friend of mine once told me that ne walked 
home with Gen. Grant at the close of the 
first war meeting. which was held in Ga 
lena, and at which the General presided, and 


that he said to him, “I am going into this 
thing. Iam going to begin at the foot of the 
ladder. Iam acquainted with the Governor of 
Ohio, and I am going to write to him to-night 
and ask him to give me acommission.” My 
friend asked him why he did not apply to Gov. 
Yates. He replied that he knew Ohio's Govern- 
or, and shoula write to him. Before his apph- 
cation was answered E. B. Washburne was down 
at Springfield, and Gov. Yates said to him: ** We 
have got men enough and money enough, 
but we have no one here to organ- 
ize; we need a military man here.” Mr. 
Washburne said: **We have got just the very 
man up at Galena that you want.”’ “Who 1s he?” 
**Capt. Grant,” ‘“ Who is Capt. Grant?” Mr. 
Washburne explained that be was a graduate of 
West Point and had seen service in the Mexican 
war. “Send Capt. Grant down here,” was the 
reply. While Grant was at work at the duty 
assigned bim the Colonel of a regiment came in 
one day and said that he could do nothing with 
his men and offered to resign in Grant’s favor if 
be would take commund of it. Grant went out to 
see the regiment, and, being satisfied that the men 
were fuli of fight and would make good soldiers, 
accepted the command. Instead of taking his 
soldiers from Springfield to Quincy by rail, he 
marched them on foot, and by the time they 
reached their destination they knew they had no 


4 militia Colonel to deal with. Then followed Bel- 


mont, Donelson, Shiloh, and those other victories 
which have placed Grant’s name with the high- 
est of the world’s heroes. 

Gen. Grant became acquainted with Mr. 
Washburne in this wise: Some gentlemen 
were one evening discussing in one of the 
stores of Galena a subject relating to the 
Mexican war, and, Mr. Washburne coming in, 
they appealed to him for.a decision. He replied 
that he was in doubt with regard toit, and 
would like to have some information about it. A 
gentleman remarkea, ** Mr. Washburne, there is 
& man back here who will be able to answer 
that question for you,” and took him back and 
introduced him to Capt. Grant. After having 
gained the information he sought, upor 
retiring he asked the friend who _ intro« 
P duced him, * Who is this Capt. Grant?" 
Upon being told that he was a brother 
to Orville Grant he said, “He is a very 
smart map, Sir.” Before the war, ix conversing 
with a friend, he one day expressed himself 
pretty strongly with regard to the arrogance of 
some of the Southern officers of the army whom 
he had met in the Mexican war, and said, ** There 
is one.of them whom [ would like to get even 
with, and that is Bishop Polk.” After the war 
had closed he remarked to his friend that wher 
those fellows were running away from hin 
he used to think how he talked aboui 
them when he was in Galena. When 
standing near his headquarters while at 
the South, one day, one of the natives cama 
up and asked him to point out Gen. Grant 
to him. He pointed to Dr. Kitto, of Galena, 
who was a long time upon his staff. His visitor 
surveyed the doctor and remarked, ** He’sa d——4d 
ornery-looking old cuss, ain’t he?” Dpon visiting 
Galena, he good-humoredly jokes the doctor 
about the comment that was then made upon 
him. Upon his last visit to Galena a friend asked 
him how his boys were getting along.

TROOPS PREPARING TO MARCH 
TO THE FRONT. 
STRONGER FORCES NEEDED TO SUPPRESS 
THE OUTBREAK—GREAT EXCITEMENT 
IN THE EASTERN CITIES. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, March 23.—A dis- 
éatch from the West says: “* The mounted police 
under Irvine evacuated Fort Carlton on account 
of its lack of defenses and retreated to Prince 

- Albert, where they can defend the settlements 
and better protect themselves. All supplies not 
needed were destroyed, together with the fort, 
to prevent them from falling into the hands of 
the enemy.” 

A dispatch to the Free Press from Battle Ford 
pays: “ A scout bas just arrived with details of 
the fight. He says the rebels approached Crozier, 
who had only 75 men, with a flag of truce and 
while parieying fire was opened by the rebeis 
from two sides, raking the police and volun- 
veers On both flanks. They responded 
with rifles» and cannon, and 40 rebels 
at least must have fallen under their 
fire, and as many more were wounded. Riel’s 
emissary is under arrest at Fort Pitt for inciting 
the Indians on the Saskatchewan Reservation to 
revolt. The news has also been received here 
that the Crees are in council at Poundmaker's 
Reserve, and that the Indians are about 
starting on the warpath. There are fears 
of a general movement on the part of 
the Indians ;to obtain more supplies. <A delega- 
tion is now going to Battle Ford to make de- 
mands. Col. Irvine advises Gen. Middleton that 
he must bring a large force to subdue the re- 
bellion.... Middieton had prepared for an early 
advance, but will now await reinforcements and 
move with a heavy column.” 

A dispatch from Q’Appelle, where troops are 
stationed, says a blizzard has been raging stead- 
ilv for some time, and the snow is now so deep that 


Wagons are useless for transportation north. This 
will delay the starting of the expedition north 
till Thursday at least. Farmers are fiocking in 
with teams. The insurgents have captured and 
removed the stock at Botoche. All supplies 
for the north are still held at um- 
boldt, where freighters are for 
police rotection. Orders is- 
sued to hold all northern mail at Humboldt, 
Riel’s runners have been through Qua’Appelle 
Valley inciting the peopie, but the Indians have 
as yet made no movement. Fort Carleton was 
burned by the mounted police, who evacuated it- 
to take up a better position at Prince Albert. 
OrTrawa, Ontario, March 29.—Members 
of the Government deny the report that a sec- 
pnd engagement hastaken place between the 
mounted police and the rebels, and that a large 
number of police bave been killed. Sir John 
Macdonald received a telegram from Lieut.- 
Gov. Dewdney to-night, stating that he had had 
an interview! with Pierpot, one of the Indian 


chiefs, who promised loyalty. It was feared 
that this troublesome oid chief would 
be hostile. Sir John also states that 


his advices to-day show that Major Crozier was 
fired on by rebels with whom he was negotiating 
for a cessation of hostilities while under a flag 
of truce. The pian of the campaign, as marked 
put to-day by the Minister of Militia, is to 
send Gen. Middleton forward to the front 
from Qu'Appelie with about 509 or 600 men, 
and another force of equal cumber will go on to 
Battleford and hem the rebels in to prevent their 
retreating across the country into the United 
States. jel has, according to the Government’s 
latest information, 500 white followers, with 1,500 
Indians and half breeds only hanging back to 
see what chance he has of success.

SLOW BUT SURE REFORM 


.MR. CLEVELAND’S FIRST. MONTH 

t IN OFFICE. 

THE FRIENDS OF GOOD GOVERNMENT 
PLEASED AND THE SPOILSMEN DIS- 
GUSTED—-MR, RANDALL’S CONDUCT. 

WasHINGTON, March 29.—On Wednesday 
next Mr. Cleveland will have been President 
four weeks. In that brief time he has done 
much and he has inspired confidence that he 
will doa great deal more and do most things 
well. Those Democratic partisans who expect- 
ed and hoped that he would straightway create 
-@ world-wide sensation by attempting to **clean 
the Augean stables," have ceased their 
troubling. Before doing any housecleaning the 
President has undertaken to find out where the 
cleaning needs most to be done. To the rrevious 
disappointment of many hungry office seekers, 
he has not regarded the power of his office as one 
to be exercised by the immediate and indecently 
hasty distribution of spoils, but has devoted 
himself to the careful consideration of many im- 
portant subjects to which he had been a 
comparative stranger, and has displayed 
an ability to discuss them which has 
commanded the respect and admiration of 
those of his Cabinet officers who ' have 
for years been trained to familiarity with an in- 
finite variety of affairs. He has borne with pa- 
tience the assaults of a crowd of shrewd and 
persistent politicians; bas listened to the tire- 
sume and sometimes acrimonious disputes be- 
tween rival leaders, and in deciding between 
them has so far escaped serious criticism; and 
. he wears an unruffied smile, has as. good diges- 
“tion, and sleeps as well after this beginning as if 
he had been accustomed to the business and 
knew exactly how to manage it. 

In the meantime the diminishing throng of 
pypoltticians continue to make as much capital as 
“possible out of all that the President or his Cab- 
inet has done. It is perhaps but natural that 
this should beso. President Cleveland, in mak- 
ing his first appointments, has had to select from 
among the Democrats ot the whole country. 
He was obliged to make a beginning some- : 
where. As soon as he had selected a Commis-'

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MRS. HENRY FISKE IN A HOSPITAL, 


Paris Letter to the London Truth. 

And so Mrs. Virginia Fiske has at last 
come to the end of her tether in a hospital from 
inanition brought on by morphine. She pro- 
duced quite a sensation at the Tuileries, 
where she was presented when the American 
civil war was about half way through, 
and she was one of the few  trans- 
atlantic beauties who was neither for North 
nor South, The Emperor, De Morny, and other 
prominent Bonapartists paid her attention— 
which she did not encourage when it became 


serious. Her mother—Mrs. Stevens—was treated 
coldly by most nieces of Uncle Sam in Paris. 
She was a rather frank person, and had been 
marrted in extremis by the owner of a great 
Texan rancho, who left to her and to Virginia 
his fortune. The latter was as brilliant 
as she was beautiful. She was educated 
at a school in the Rue De Courcelles, 
to which Mrs. SBeecher-Stowe had sent 
her daughters, und was one of the most 
charming: beings who Sparkied in the gay world, 
contemporaneously with Mrs. Moulton, the 
Comtesse de Castiglione, and the Marquise de 
Chasseloupn-Laubat. Less witty, she might have 
been a bluestocking, for her mental acquire- 
ments were prodigious. Her beauty was en- 
hanced by creole suavity, which disarmed jeal- 
ousy. She enjoved so much, in a perfectly inno- 
cent way, the admiration that she excited and the’ 
treedom of the single state, that for eight ‘years 
after she came out she refused every matrimonial 
offer. Some of her suitors occupied high positions, 
and were richer than she was. The war obliged 
her to leave France. and she returned to the 
United States, where she fell in love with Henry 
Fiske, a druggist’s assistant, whose wife jshe 
became. He was conceited and ill-tempered 
_and she proud and sensitive. Naturally, they 
quarreled, and, I believe, were divorced. The 
.second part of her career was one of reckless 
dissipation. I fancy that Mrs. Fiske was one 
of those who first taught the fashionable 
world the short-lived joys which are to be de- 
rived by persons with racked nerves from sub- 
, cutaneous injections of morphine. I first saw 
her, when she wus unmarried, at.the gala repre- 
sentation at the opera given in 1867in honor of 
the late Czar and other sovereigns. Her box, in 
which a matronly lady sat with her, was more 
sstared at'than the imperial one, and the Grand 
Dukes present dropped into it. The next time I 
met her was at a ulevard theatre, where

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SOME TURKISH PROVERBS.

SAYINGS OF THE TURK THAT ARE VERY 
LIKE OUR OWN, 
From the London spectator. 

If the Turk has been qualified as *‘un- 
speakablo,” he is very far from being inarticu- 
late. Strange as it may seem ta those who have 
formed their opinion of him from hearsay, it is 
not the less true that he is commonly a: good 
conversationalist, and can say well and point- 
edly what he has got to say, with a wealth 
of illustration in anecdote, quotation, and 
proverb. The latter form commends itself 
especially to the sententious Turkish mind. 
The synthetic form of the language, too, 
secures brevity and conciseness, and opportuni- 
ties are afforded for those constant assonances 
or rhyming vowels which are so dear to the Ori- 
ental. On looking over a note book containing 
several hundred Turkish proverbs, taken down 
in the course of reading and conversation, or 
borrowed from a collection made at the Oriental 
Academy at Vienna, the writer has amused him- 
self by phage ary them roughly under certain 
heads, so as to illustrate some aspects of the na- 
tional character and surroundings. 

But first it may be interesting to remark how. 
many well-known English and other European | 

roverbs have their exact counterpart in 
How far are these to be accounted for 
by contact with, or conquest of, Indo-European t 
races? Or has it been a case of ‘les beaux 
esprits se rencontrent?” For instance, we find 
** You shall not look a gift-horse in the mouth,” 
in exactly the same words, as well as “He that 
is born to be hanged will never. be drowned,” the 
Turkish version having the advantage of being 
expressed in two words. The change of words 
is bat slight in “ Troubled waters suit the 
fisher,” **One flower does not make Summer,” 
and “The robe does not make the dervish;” 
while in ‘Turkey it is not pot that says to kettle, 
but negro to negro, that his face is black. 
We are disposed to prefer “The nail saved 
the shoe, the shoe the horse, the horse the man, 
the man the kingdom,” to our somewhat lum- 
bering ** For want of a nail the shoe was lost,” 
&c. * Wake not the sleeping dog,” has as a 
corollary “Step not on the sleeping serpent;” 
and we are warned that there is ‘* No rose with- 
out a thorn, nor love without a rival.”” One in- 
stance in which our proverbial wisdom is op- 
posed to tlle Turkish is to be found in the ex- 
Pression *“*to kill two birds with one stone.” 
The attempt to do this is condemned by sundry 
‘proverbs, such ‘as ““One arrow does not bring 
down two birds,” and “* You cannot knock down 
nine walnuts with one stone,” 

ften we are reminded of a proverbs 
and aphorisms. ‘** Nothing unheard of in the 
- world” sounds Solomonian enough, while ** Out 
with the eye that profits me not,” “The negro 
does not whiten with washing.” and * That 
which thou sowest, that also shalt thou reap,” 
are strikingly Hke New Testament teaching. 
Again and again we tind expressed in other 
‘words lessons of charity, considerateness, and 
eres 4 that vould not be unworthy.of a Christian 

cher, as “ The stranger’s prayer is heard,” 
“ The heart’s testimony is stronger than a thou- 
sand witnesses,” “ Among the blind, close your 
“eyes,” “In truth is right,” ** Justice is half re-- 
ligion,” “ Neighbor’s right, God’s right.” 

The heading under which, perhaps, the largest * 
number of proverbs can be grouped is that of, 
opportune speech and silence. If the Turk, as 
has been said, talks well, he also knows how to 
hold his tongue. He looks down with the great- 
est contempt on the idle chatterer, and does not 
even think that good manners reguire him to 
make small talk when he has nothing to say. In 
fact, when ona visit toa well-bred Turk, with 
whom you have no common subjects of in- 
terest to discuss, after exhausting those sug- 
gested by voliteness—his health, your own, 
that of your family, the weather, and the 
water (a most interesting topic in the East)— 
you may safely fall back upon that golden 
siience which their prover. like ours, rates. 
above silver speech. ear his comments on the 
chatterer: “There is no ass but brays;’ “The 
dog barks, the caravan passes;” ** Foo! is he who 
‘alone a is his only listener;” ** The fool 
wears his heart on his tongue, the wise man 
keeps his tongue in his heart,” and “ Many 
words, an unsound heart.” He warns usof the 
mischief of evil speaking, “ Phe knife’s wound 
heals, the tongue’s never;” “* The tongue siavs4 
more than the sword,” and “The tongue. 
is boneless, but it breaks bones.” Again,“ 
he feels keenly the danger of free 
‘speech under a corrupt and despotic rules’ 
while he extols bonesty and good fafth,: an 
generally condemns lying. The latter is con- 
*doned in certain cases, for, ** Some lies are better 
than truth,” and we may “ Lie, bus with meas- 
ure.” The suppreasio veri is even strongly recom-~- 
mended, for is not the *“truth-teller banished’ 
out of nine cities?” while “He who holds his 
, tongue saves his head,” and ** There is no better 
, answer than this, ‘I know not, I saw not.’’’ 
But to turn to something pleasanter, we will 
sguete a@ Tew sayings stiil familiar in our 
“Turk’s mouth, which have survived the cor- 
ruption of the Palace and official Kings, 
and seem still to breathe the hardy and 
independent spirit of the old days, when 
‘courage and enterprise were the only pass- 
ports to the highest places in a conquering em- 
pire. Then it could be said that **The horse is 
to him who mounts, the sword to bim who girds 
‘1t_on, “The brave man’s word is a coat of mail,” 
*** Fortune is not far from the brave man’s head,"’ 
“The hero is known on the battlefield,” and. 
“Fear not to-morrow’s mischance.”” Who but: 
a conguering race could have produced such a.. 
proverb as ** Power on my head, or the ravenon 
my corpse; and who can fail to hear a true ring 
An “ Peasant erect is taller than noble on bended 
_ knee,” or **Iam the slave of him who regards 
me; the king of him who disregards me ?”” 

Almegiving is creditable, for ** The hand which 
} cts isabove that which takes;” and it offers 
‘temporal advantages as well as spiritual. In, 
this world ** No one cuts the hand that gives,” 
_and * What thou givest that shalt thou take 
with thee” [to the next.] But beware of ac-- 
., cepting alms or favors if you would keep your 
self-respect, and .“*Ascept the largess of thy 
_ friend as if thou wert an enemy.” 

Great is the power of wealth; ‘“ Even the 
‘mountains fear the rich man.” It covers a multi- 
“tude of failings, and averts many ills. “Ifa 
man’s money is white, no matter if his face be 
black.” “The knife cuts not hand ot gold.” 
But then the disadvantages and dangers 
of 1t in a land where empty treasuries are 
éfilled by the suppression of a few rich men 
and the confiscation of their property!

Trout fishers are in a state of delightful 
anticipation, for oniy five months in the year 
van they exercise their skill legally, and areal 
trout fisher never attempts to take the fish out 
of season. From Sept. 1to April 1 ali the time 
can be given to rehearsing pew stories. On April 
1, rain or shine, warm or cold, the enthusiastic 
New-York fisherman overcomes all obstacles and 
is to be found on Long Island. 

** You can’t git a trout to rise nohow before 
May .20,” used to be a maxim at Paui Smith's, at 
the Seven Chain Lakes, in the Adirondacks.. 
Years ago the falsity of this statement was satis- 
factorily proved, but thts season it seems that in 
that region it will notcome far from holding 
good again.

There, on the 
opening day, the banks of the free streams will 
be lined, no doubt many deep, with anglers, and 
the fortunate ones interes in preserves will 
be thankful for room to make a successful cast. 
At the preserve of the South Side Club, at Oak- 
dale, the largest preserve inthis country, excel- 
lent sport may be expected. It is so well stocked 
that not only are members of the club aliowed 
to take a fuil quota, but annually a surplus of 
from 3,000 to 5,000 pounds of trout are sent to 
market, At Sayville, RK. B. Roosevelt has a 
stream which he wiil fish with a party of friends 
on Wednesday, as he has religiously done on the 
first day of the season for years. Charles B. Im- 
brie will take a friend with him to his preserve, 
Green’s Creek, at Sayville. W. Bayard Cut- 
ting will try his preserve ‘at Oakdale, recentiy 

purchased from George Lorillard. The Rey. Dr. 

fan Dyke, Jr., will angle at Smithtown. Messrs. 
Weeks and De Forest and friends will try their 
luck at Amityville. Charles E. Strong and 
other members of the Suffolk Club wil) fishin 
the club’s waters. These are only a few of those 
who have ail preparations made. It is in the 
free streams that.the hardest work will be done 
with the smallest results. The prospect is that 


’ there will be more trout than usual, for the 


price of the fish bas not been high, and poachers 
were not offered great inducements to deplete 
the streams. With trout at $1 a pound a poacher 
will without hesitation face mantraps and 
shotguns unlimited. But with trout at 
cents a pound be doesn’t care to take 
the risk of losing any of his members. It is ex- 
cted that the trout will be thin and hungry. 
he Winter has been close, with scarcely any 
thaws to wash down dainty bits of trout food. 
With a warm sun all the torpor of the Winter 
will be effectwaliy knocked out of the fish, and 
they will be ready to take anything that prom- 
ises to satisfy a voracious appetite. More five- 
pound rods than usual wild be seen, the dealers 
gay, in place of seven and eight pound bamboo 
po.es. If the day is brightthe gray and black 
flies will be the tempting bait; if cloudy brighter 
patterns will be used to lure the speckled fish. 
A good fiy for the opening isa No.8 Anglers 
who use 2 No. 10 or 12 book in June need two 
sizes larger in April. 

To New-Yorkers who don’t go trout fishing 
on April i, and to many who do, a feature of 
the day will be the trout exhibition given by 
Eugene G. Blackford, State Fish Commissioner, 
at Fulton Market.

twins. A consignment of trout from the Colum- 
bia River, Oregon, is now on the way. From the 
Cioud River (California) station of the United 
States Fish Commission there have been senta 
number of trout. Dr. Sterling, of Cleveland, 
wilisend specimens of what are known in Ohio 
as Castalia Creek trout,and 25 trout will come 
across the continent from Idaho to grace the oo- 
easion. The exhibition will be open to the pub- 
lic at 10 A. M. Wild and cultivated, hving and 
dead, trout of all nationalities and all degrees 
may be seen and studied—and afterward eaten. 








MRS. FLORENCE MORGAN’S WAYS. 





THE STORY OF A MAN WHO OFFERED HER 
MARRIAGE, 

F. W. Wilcox, the partner of James 
Stevenson, the broker who was arrested aad 
confined in the Tombs charged with breach of 
promise by a woman who called herself Mrs. 
Fiorence Morgan, has secured additional evi- 
dence, to be produced in court to-day, when an 
examination isto be given Mr. Stevenson. He 
has in his possession a release paper, signed by 
Mrs. Florence Rupert to Henry D. Sargent, on 
March 25, 1873, settling a suit pending in the 
Court of Common Pieas for $850. Mr. Wilcox 
fays he can prove that Florence Morgan and 
Florence Rupert are one and the same person. 
He.bas subpeenaed eight persons, all of whom, 
he says, can testify to the reputation of the 
woman. 

Another victim has come forward and testi- 
fied as to Mrs. Morgan’s methods. He is Augus- 
tus Armstrong, a former employe of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. Mr. Armstrong 
said he was introduced to the woman on July 1, 
1883, by a man who called himseif George E. Ei- 
liott, but whom he afterward ascertained was 
George E. Perrie, the man who acted in concert 
with Mrs. Morgan in her dealings with Broker 
Stevenson. “The woman impressed me as being 
a lady,” be said, “‘andI went to see her fre- 
quently. On Oct. 15 1 proposed marriage. She 
accepted. \Later, however, she found that L 
Was not worth any large amount of money, and 
in one of her letters wrote.*Iam too fond of 
my persona! liberty to be tied down to one man.’ 
After writing this she met me and in an offhand 
manner said: *‘ You make an inventory of your 
property and I’il make mine,’ She was always 
relating stories about her farm in Kentucky and 
the amount of money she derived from the sale 
ot her blooded horses.” Armstrong said that in 
the early part of December be became con- 
vinced that she was not what she pretended to 
be, and he wrote to her saying that he thought 
it advisable “*that we release each other from 
the engagement.” 

“ After writing this letter,” continued Mr. 
Armstrong, “ [left for the West, and while on 
my travela [read that she was suing me for 
breach of promise. She began a suit before 
Judge McAdam,in the City Court. and to my 
surprise a verdict was given in her favor for 
$5,000. A body execution was issued and placed 
in the bands of the Sheriff. JT returned to New- 
York in January last, and imagine my surprise 
when I was placed under arrest and incarcerated 
jn Ludiow-Street Jail. 1 remained there until 
Friday iast, when my lawyer, ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney O'Byrne, secured my release. He 
read of the exploits of Mrs. Morgan, and found 
that she was none other than Mrs. Elliott, Under 
the threat of being arrested she signed release 


papers. and I wasset free. Iwas in jail just 64 
ays.

MR. NEWTON’S IDEAS OF THE 
MIRACLES OF JESUS. 

In the course of his morning sermon” 
yesterday, the Rev. R. Heber Newton saia: ** It 
is a fact that Jesus of Nazareth actually Hved. 
You may sometimes hear this statement chai- 
lenged among not over-well educated people 
who have been reading rather belated objections 
to Christianity. Possibly you may have come 
across some of those curious books which em- 
body the resuits of large reading in wholly undi- 
mested forms; which oracularly antimate that 


their writers had discovered the secret of tho 
origin of Christianity, and that the secret iy one 
which would forever dissipate the notion of any 
historical Jesus. Oneducated minds on becom- 
ing aware of the curious coincidences between 
Christianity and far Eastern ee and of the 
action in the early church of the myth-making 
a which is so widely spread among man- 
ind, are fascinated by the (to them) brand new 
notion that Christianity is only the result of the 
working over of more ancient legends and 
myths which too« place in an age of unrivaled 
mental fermentation and that is destitute of any 
historical basis. Such learned nonsense is ever 
reappearing and making an ‘immense sensa- 
tion’ in certain quarters. This sort of stuff car- 
ries no weight whatever with real students.” 

Mr. Newton defined the Christian faith in 
Jesus Christ as consisting of the recognition of 
a historic fact, of a spiritual institution con- 
cerning that tact, and of a philosophy justifying 
that spiritual institution in terms of the intel- 
lect. is sermon was almost wholly occupied 
with the first of these factors—a historic fact, 
whose full recognition, he claimed, would nat- 
urally lead men on to the spiritual institution, 
ac of spiritual institution would inevitably 
make necessary some philosophy interpreting it 
in terms of reason, and would lead men on to 
the sublimities of tbat spiritual perry 
which, rightly read, was the Nicene Creed. x. 
Newton claimed that there is no more question 
about the historic reality of Jesus of Nazareth 
than there is about the historic reality of Julius 
Cesar. The nature of the evidence is one 
and the same in each case, while the 
amount and character of the evidence 
is vastly more impressive concerning 
the Nazarene Rabbi than concerning the 
Roman statesman. In aruuing that Christ lived 
substantially as reported by the three evangel- 
ists, Mr. Newton said: *‘ You ask, ‘Are our Gos- 
pels thoroughly winnowed of the chaff of legend 
and myth?’ I answer, could books written by 
real men in such a creative epoch have been ab- 
solutely free from such infiuences? Books 
which purported to be the story of Jesus and 
which were free from such marks would be con- 
victed of being unhistorical documents. But 
you ask, if it be granted that there are still left 
traces of legend and myth, how can we be sure 
what is fact and whatis fancy in our Gospels? 
Practically there is not mush difficulty about 
this matter. Theincidents that one most sue- 
pects another suspects also. There isa clearcon- 
sensus of opinion among thoughtful readers 
about the really dubious points. They are not 
so many nor so important as to affect the 
substance of the story. If every touch thus 
drawn were rubbed out the face of Jesus would 
stand substantially as we now see it.” 

In discussing what are called the miracles of 
Jesus, Mr. Newton considered them accountable 
to higher natural laws and higher forces than 
those usually recognized. ‘* There should be no 
difficulty,” he said, “‘“onthe part of any intelli- 

ent person in recognizing that the forces of 

nner nature, the forces which are stored in 
mind, in conscience, and in will, may be well- 
nigh omnipotent over the physical nature. Try 
to seriously consider what a stupendous force, 
intellectual and moral, must have been stored in 
the man who made Christianity; what an en- 
tbronement above the physical nature there 
must have been ,in one who lived in 
perfect obedience to the laws of the 
moral nature; what undreamed powers must 
have streamed from Him whoa lived so close 
to the heart of nature, so open to the soul which 
breathed through it. Consider ail thisand you 
will not wonder at the wonders of Jesus. If you 
think that thisis taking His mighty works out 
of the sphere of what we have known as mira- 
cles Lanswerthat youareright, But we never 
should have supposed such asphere, which no- 
where exists,in so far as we can see,in the 
heavens above or in the earth beneath, in physics 
or in ethics, in man or in God.” Mr. Newton's 
sermon argued that Christ lived sinlessly perfect, 
that He fulfilled the historic revelations of Israel, 
and that He still leads humanity onward into the 
morality and the rejigion of the future.

A NEW VETERANS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The Honorably Discharged Soldiers and 

Sailors’ Association held another meeting yes- 


terday afternoon at Lincoln Hall, at Houston 
and Allen streets, and adopted the name of the 


Veterans’ Association of the Regular Army, 


Division No.1. A constitution and by-laws also 
were adopted, and the objects of the association 
were set forth as to bind together honorably 
discharged soldiers and sailors for mutual aid 
and to secure from the General Government the 
rights and privileges to which they are entitled, 
viz., the equalization of bounties and a land war- 
rant of 160 acres, and to ask Congress to reserve 
the public dcmain for the use and benefit of dis- 
charge’ veterans so as ultimately to form a sol- 
diers’ colony. The members also intend to peti- 
tion Congress: to include among those entitled 
to the general bounty of all those soldiers 
who enlisted between 1858 and April, 1861. It 
was decided that the association take part in 
the parade on Decoration Day. 


THE LEADING SUN SPOT.
